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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR; COLLECTING-GATEWAY, OR ENCLOSURE?

In response to a letter from Denis Loring, published in tfiis issue of Pennv-Wise. I 
mentioned that I redded my membership in EAC as a gateway and not an enclosure— meaning 
that the skills acquired in grading and attribution of early American copper had carried over into 
other areas of numismatic interest. Put another way, large cents were my first serioiK 
numismatic love, over a quarter century ago, but they certainly weren’t my last. But the more I 
thought about the implications those two words cany, the more I realized they defined two 
entirely different approaches to collecting itself 

The collaitor who uses his or her membership in EAC to grow in the kinds of skills I 
mentioned to Denis may or may not ‘wander’ from the field of early copper; but he or she will 
collect with heightened perspective. They’ll realize, for example, that the “Sheldon Series” of 
numbered varieties is a totally arbitrary construcf put together over a half century ago, that in no 
way reflects a “complete” collection— and therefore, just ‘having to’ buy the first S-23 that comes 
along, because you already have an S-22 and S-24, is no more enlightened than the kids we once 
were, ‘having to’ have that ‘17S nickel, to plug the hole in the folder between ‘17D and ‘18P. 
Hole plugging on a grand scale is still hole plugging. The question is, where are you going with 
this assemblage of coins? Are you collecting with patience, looking to achieve a well-matched set 
of attractive coins, whether or not it’s ever “complete”? And just who defines “completeness” 
for you? Reference books (that people still argue over, years after publication)? Somebody 
else’s collection (that you just have to ‘beat’)? Seemingly-endless rows of coins in dealere’ cases 
(that overawe and seem to set a path that you ‘must’ take)? To collect with such questions 
unresolved is to collect without insight. 

Further, ‘specialization’ can reflect genuine interest-in-depth; but it can also reflect 
anxiety and intimidation. We joke in medicine about people who progressively narrow their area 
of interest and expertise until they know ‘everything about almost nothing.’ It serves as a 
distancing mechanism for them— from the uncertainties in outcome that never go away, and the 
human emotions that they roil. What about your numismatic specialty? Do you womt to know 
everything you possibly can about the die state progression on the 1 804 C-6, for example, or do 
you need to have some coin in that progression that the next guy doesn’t, purely as a matter of 
one-upmanship? Are you liberated by your collection, or hemmed in by it? 

Thinking of EAC-as-gateway, are you making the most of your opportunities to leam— 
by attending the annual convention, for example? It offers incomparable opportunities for 
“study” and “fellowship” and “appreciation for history”— words which figure prominently in our 
beautiful new introductory brochure. I note also that the word “collectors” appears in that 
brochure, but the word “collecting” does not We assume that our target audience has at least one 
old copper tucked away; we do not assume that they need to be collecting anything.

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Error Half Cents - When and How Many?

Were the Half Cents as Abused and Neglected by the Mint as We Like to 

Think?

Walter Breen's Half Cent book [1] has an extensive chapter on various types of Mint 
errors, wliich he describes in considerable detail and relates to die minting technology 
of die day. It is not my intention to replow that ground in this httie exercise, but rather 
to get an idea of how many Mint error half cents there are, whether different ty^ of 
errors are more or less common at different times in die series' rmi and whether diis can 
tell us anything about the Mint's quality control or the lack of esteem in which the 
denomination was (allegedly) held. 

Some mondis ago, I made a request on Region 8 for members to teU me what errors 
they owned. Thcuiks to aU who provided information. As many readers probably know, 
the "Davy Collection" is the most extensive holding of error half cents known. The 
owner of this collection was as generous as he always is in sharing his information, and 
this project could not have been completed witiiout his input. Most of the error coins in 
my database are from this collection. Other collectors reported some (including die 
audior), and a few more were fomid in recent auction catalog and dealer fixed price 
lists to tninimize duplicate entries. 

First, what do I mean by an error coin? This term has many valid definitions. Breen's 
"Whoops!" chapter lists and describes a lot of coins that I haven't considered errors for 
the purposes of this project. Some varieties were struck wholly or in large part on cut- 
down, misstruck cents or Talbot, Allum and Lee tokens. Overdates might be considered 
errors, but not for this project. Similarly, I have not included die states with even ^e 
largest cuds, despite the fact tiiat the Mint probably didn't intend to produce corns like 
tliat. Since nearly all of liie tliousand plus examples of tlie 1804 C6 exliibit such cuds, as 
do examples of many other varieties, including them would have skewed the data away 
from other kinds of errors. I was seeking coins that probably should have been cuUed 
by even the most rudimentary quality control: brockages, obvious multi-strikes, 
significant laminations, planchets with large clijis, fissures or splits, significantly off- 
center strikes, etc. Tlus required somewhat arbitrary' decisions as to what constitutes a 
"large" clip or a "significant" lamination. I comited a cMp if it impinged on more than 
just the dentils and counted a strike off-center if it was off by more than 10%. There are 
a lot of half cents with clips that are smaller than this. 

How many errors appeared? Of an estimated surviving population of 
approximately 144,000 half cents, I identified 464 errors, or about 0.3% of the total This 
was less than I had expected. I originally guessed that maybe 1-3% of the existog 
population would be comprised of errors. After aU, if the Mint didn t care about the halt 
cents, there should be a lot of errors. Right? Errors appeared throughout the series. At 
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least one was reported for each date from 1793-1857. AH but 7 of the 64 R1-R3 varieties 
were included in the list. There was even a 1796! 

Some general findings became obvious from the beginning. Firet as noted, error half 
cents were less common than I expected. The other expectation I had was that different 
types of errors might be found at different times in the nm. For example, I expected 
more large cHps in planchets made at tire Mint tlian in tliose bought from commercial 
sources. The number of these was small enough that the statistical reliability is limited. 
Nevertheless, I will provide a summary with some thoughts on this in a future article. 

Which varieties were the most common as errors? If you guessed that the most 
common half cent overall also has the most errors, you would be correct. The 1804 C13 
with an estimated surviving population of 7,900 appeared the most often in the error 
list widt 44 examples reported. However, die next most common error variety, with 36 
examples, was the R2 1795 C6. Tables 1 and 2 provide the explanation.

Table 1. Number of error coins found relative to the estimated number of survivors by era. 
Most of these represent a major design type (1793-5 = Lettered Edge Liberty Caps; 17%-8 = 
Plain Edge Liberty Caps*; 1800-8 = Draped Busts; 1809-11 = Early Classic Heads; 1825-9 and 
1832-5 = Late Qassic Heads; 1849-57 = Coronets). 

To try to luidemtand whether some years were worse for quatity control at die Mint 
and others were better, I did a year-by-year examination of the error coins. Since we 
know that many varieties, especially from the early years, were not struck in the year 
indicated on the coin, I used the best available estimates of the year each variety was 
struck. Tliis required some compromises, as 1803 Cl, for example, was struck in 1803 
and 1804. The results of tiiis analysis are shown in Table 1. To increase the sample size, 
data from the major design types were pooled. 

To test whether the number of errors is consistent throughout the series, I performed 
a Chi-square test [2]. The results are shown in Table 2. For 6 degrees of freedom, the 
critical value of is 12.59. Since 507 is much larger than that, we must conclude that the 
proportion of errors is not, in fact, constant duough the series.

Table 2. Chi-square analysis of the proportion of error half cents by major design t}'pe. The 
difference in the "expected" column is due to rounding of the numbers. 

If tlie proportion of errors is not constant, how does it vary? I expected it to be the 
highest among the first coins struck by the Mint, but this was not the case. Only about 
1/400 of the Lettered Edge Liberty Caps (struck in 1793-1795) were found in the error 
category. There was no apparent difference in the error fractions between these years, 
but the number of coins is small. 

Tilings changed in 1796. The Plain Edge Liberty Caps struck in tliat year (1795 C2B- 
C6 and both varieties of 1796) appeared with the liighest proportion of errors. Of the 
approximately 2,000 surviving coins of these varieties, 49 (approximately 2.5%) were 
included in the error category. This is about 10 times the error frequency of the previous 
three years. 

Why should quality control have shpped so much so quickly? Three possibilities 
come to mind. First, most of the workmen in the coinage room were different. Of the 
thirteen men working in the shop in 1793, only two were still there at the end of 1795. Is 
it possible that the Mint had far worse personnel two years after it opened than at the 
begiraiing? This seems farfetched. Second, it could have resulted from poor morale by 
Mint personnel leading to less pride in workmanship. This was a time when the Mint 
was under heavy pressure to be less costly. However, this kind of stress was apparently 
reasonably constant at the Mint in the early years. Lastly, it is possible that the Mint 
simply couldn't afford to waste any planchets at that time. Nearly all of the half cents 
struck from 1796-99 were on token or spoiled cent stock. Since they had no real 
planchets to work with, they could ill-afford to be picky about tlieir ou^)ut. It is thus 
quite possible that tire Mint cared very much about tlie quality of its half cents but was 
unable to produce the quality it wanted in the last part of the 18*^ century. From the 
beginning, the quahty control was quite good. After the brief and understandable 
falloff, it improved during the coinage of the Draped Busts. Though they account for 
nearly half of the errors, the proportion of errors is about one-fifth that of tlie Plain Edge 
Liberty Caps (though still greater than for the Lettered Edge Liberty Cap t 5 rpe). 

In my study of half cent sxuvivorslup, it w£is dear that the proportion of survivors 
varied with time. The late dates survive in a higher proportion than the earlier dates, 
and the Lettered Edge dates survive in higher proportion than the Plain Edge Liberty 
Caps, Draped Busts and Early Classic Heads. Interestingly, the proportion of error corns 
also varies by these types. From Tables 1 and 2, we can easily see that die proportion of 
errors in the Plain Edge Liberty Cap series is far larger dian in any other. We can also 
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see tliat the proportion of errors in the Draped Bust and Early Qassic Heads is about 
the same, and that of the Coronets and the 1832-35 Classic Heads is about the same. 
However, it appears from Table 1 that the 1825-9 Classic Heads may have a higher 
proportion of errors than the other Late Classic Heads and Coronets. Table 3 examines 
tliis possibihty. The data indicate that the proportion of errors is not higher for the 1825- 
9 coins. However, over 60% of the total clii-square value is from die 1825-9 group, 
indicating that this population may be found to liave a higher proportion of errors than 
the other two, given a larger data set.

Table 3. Chi-square analysis of the proportion of errors in the Late Classic Heads and 
Coronets. No half cents were struck for circulation in 1830 or 1831 or from 1836^8, so these 
dates form natural groups. The critical value of chi-square for two degrees of freedom and p = 
0.5 is 5.99. Thus, the data suggest that the error proportion is constant between these eras. 

Did the Mint improve its quahty control over the years? The answer is a qualified 
yes. hi the earliest days, the Mint did most everything by hand. During that time, about 
1 half cent in 400 left that Mint with a significant error. Things went bad during a p>eriod 
in which planchets were very hard to come by, so the Mint should probably be forgiven 
for tills lapse in quality control. Once it started using planchets purchased off-site, the 
quality improved dramatically, but stiH not to the level that it was in the earliest days. 
By the 1820s, Mint technology was improving. After steam-driven presses were 
introduced, the proportion of errors that left the Mint decreased to about than one in a 
thousand, or about one-half that of the era when the Mint was new and everything was 
done by hand. Technology improved efficiency but not quality. 

Nmnismatists have the image of lialf cents as "die Little Half-Sisters", neglected and 
held in low esteem, not only in commerce, but also by the Mint. If the Mint didn't care 
about the quality of its half cents to the same extent as the other denominations, this 
should have been true throughout their run. However, to the best of my knowledge, 
nobody has estimated the proportion of errors in other denominations from these time 
periods, so nobody ready knows if diis is true. Is tiie proportion of errors higher among 
die half cents dian other denominations? If not, dien perhaps the half cents' status was 
not as poor at the Mint as we have Hked to beUeve. I suspect that the error proportion 
for the Plain Edge Liberty Cap half cents is probably higher than that for other 
denominations of the period, if only because the Mint's workmen had to use what 
would otherwise have been unacceptable planchet sources. It would be instructive if 
someone were to estimate the proportion of errors of the cents and the precious metal 
coins of the 1793-1857 era. Were half cents as despised, abused and neglected by the 
Mint as we think? I suspect they weren'L but only research will ted.

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The Insider’s Guide to EAC 2004 in San Diego

There really isn’t anything too complicated about our upcoming convention, but we figured that if 
we called this an “insider’s guide” you’d be more excited about it than if we had called it “the 
usual convention details.” 

So, here’s everything you need to know. 

Travel 

San Diego’s main airport is Lindbergh Field, located close to downtown and Mission Valley, our 
convention site. There are no other nearby airports, although Orange County (John Wayne 
Airport) is a 90 minute drive. Insider tip: Southwest Airlines and JetBlue both fly into San 
Diego, and they are a lot less expensive than the larger carriers. When you get to the airport, 
Cloud ’9 Shuttle (www.cloud9shuttle.com or 800.974.8885) is the easy and cheap way to get to 
the Marriott. You can purchase a roundtrip ticket when you board their white and blue vans (with 
the palm trees on the side) (everything here has palm trees on it), but the cost is nominal if you 
don’t want to prepay. If you want to get to the Marriott immediately, taxi fare will be about $ 15 . 

If you rent a car, take 5 North to 8 East and then exit at Qualcomm Way, heading north. The 
Marriott will be to your right, on Rio San Diego. (If you don’t like Spanish street names, bring a 
chauffeur.) 

Hotel 

As noted in the November issue, our convention hotel is the San Diego Marriott Mission Valley, 
at 8757 Rio San Diego, San Diego, California 92108. Also as noted, there are at least three other 
Marriott hotels in San Diego, so be sure you’re going to the right one. Tourism is a big business 
here, so there are many Marriott and other hotels and everything has overtones of a resort 
vacation. You can even get Marriott Reward Points by staying at Bim’s house. 

Our negotiated room rate is $ 129/night for single or double occupany. The reservations number is 
800.228.9290 - be sure to mention EAC. Normal room rates were $169 and up when we made 
the arrangements in late 2002. Really Important: Our convention facilities contract is based on a 
minimum number of room occupancy nights, so we encourage all members to use our convention 
facility. This ultimately helps EAC control convention costs, and these events are expensive. 
Insider tip: The Hotel Circle of Mission Valley is to the west of where we’re staying, so the 
Marriott is not close by the other hotels. If you prefer to stay at another hotel, you should rent a 
car when you arrive or ask for a trolley schedule. 


Arrival Date & Side Trips 

If you want to arrive early to make this a family-fiiendly vacation, know that we’ve arranged for 
security to start on Monday, so you can lock your coins in the security room until the convention 
starts Thursday night. Insider tip: California is crowded and the traffic can be annoying, 
especially those traffic jams in which you’re stuck going less than 80 miles per hour. Planning 
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trips to the San Diego Zoo, Wild Animal Park, Sea World, Legoland, Old Town and so on for 
weekdays is a better idea than going on the weekend. 

Optional Special Side Trips: Mexico and Golf Outing 

Baja Adventure Tour 

For those who want to relax and unwind before the rigors of EAC, we've arranged a side trip on 
Wednesday, April 14th. A charter bus will take us south of the border to explore the Pacific 
coastline of the exotic Baja Peninsula. 

The tour's first stop is Rosarito Beach, where there are opportunities to shop for art, silver, 
leather, and souvenirs in a duty free zone near the Rosarito Beach Hotel - a popular Hollywood 
getaway during the 40's. Next, we'll head south a few miles for refreshments and/or a light lunch 
at Calafia, a unique restaurant and resort perched on a cliff overlooking the Pacific. Then it's on to 
Ensenada, a city of 150,000 on Todos Santos Bay. Located 70 miles south of the border, this 
town is not completely immune to gringo influence, but it has the feel of the "real" Mexico only 
to be found a lot farther south. Our visit here will be unstructured, except that we will reconvene 
at 6:30 for dinner, before heading back to the Marriott. 

The price for the excursion is $85 per person, which includes round trip transportation and a tour 
guide. The trip leaves the Marriott at 1 1 AM and will return about 10 PM. Meals and drinks are 
extra — since there may be a wide variation in people's choices, we didn’t want to pre-order. The 
tour will be limited to 25 people but, as of December 20*, 1 1 of those spots are already 
committed. Please call 619.990.5417 or e-mail bimgander@cox.net if you have an interest in 
coming along. 

The first ever EAC golf outing 

Whether you're a scratch player, or a golfer of the "hit and giggle" variety, you are cordially 
invited to join the festivities in the first ever EAC golf event, the 2004 EAC Big Copper Open. 
Dan Trollan has generously volunteered to co-ordinate this event, offering a few choice coppers - 
his choice, not yours - as prizes for the usual, and unusual, displays of golfing prowess. So bring 
your sticks. This event is tentatively scheduled for Wednesday the 14th at a challenging course 
only minutes from the Marriott. Insider tip: Dan’s better than he lets on. You should bet your 
lower grade duplicates first and keep the other stuff locked away. 

Dining 

While there’s always the usual hotel fare (very good, in the case of the Marriott), there are many 
more options within a short walk or trolley ride ($1-$1 .50). These range from fast food to upscale 
casual, neither of which should blow your EAC budget. One trolley stop from the hotel you’ll 
find places like Beimigan’s and On the Border. Insider tip: If you insist on blowing your EAC 
budget, the best restaurants in San Diego are downtown, in La Jolla and in the coastal strip from 
Del Mar northward. Downtown San Diego is an inexpensive cab ride from the hotel. 

Thursday Reception & Happenings 

Our reception starts at 5PM this year, in the pool area. This provides both a romantic ambiance 
and a ch^ce to clean your duplicate cents in a chlorinated pool {Insider Tip: Don’t do this, unless 
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you collect Sacagawea dollars.) There will be a eash bar and hors d’oeuvres, and the reception 
should run about 90 minutes. 

By request, we’ve moved the Happenings back to 7:30PM to allow adequate time for setup. 
Insider tip: If you want a big dinner after the reeeption, hop the trolley to the nearby shopping 
strip which has several restaurants well above the seudzy range into average/average-plus range.

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COLLECTING ON A BUDGET 
Ray Rouse 


Many people who start an early copper collection get discouraged because it is difficult to build a nice 
collection of this material on a budget. They look at the results of some auctions of outstanding early 
coppers and are quickly discouraged by the prices realized. For example, when Bill Weber’s half cent 
collection was sold by Superior in June of 2002 the prices realized list included examples such as $57,500 
for a CC#3 1794-C7 half cent and $63,250 for a 1805-C2 half cent that was considered CC#2. Now the 
two examples cited above are scarce, rarity 5’s, but they are not rarity 6's, 7's, or 8's. I shudder to think 
what a hi^ end rarity 7 would cost. Still for those of us addicted to this hobby there are still a lot of nice, 
less expensive material to collect if we follow some guidelines. 

The first rule is to collect within your budget. It comes down to this. If you have a seven or eight figure 
income, collect whatever you like— rarity 7's or 8's, whatever. I am certainly not in a position to give you 
advice; my hand is certainly not up when you are bidding. However, if you have a six figure income, I 
recommend that you figure on collecting only rarity Ts to rarity 6's; if like many of us you have a five 
figure income, so that the examples cited above look like your annual income, then rarity 1 's to rarity 
5's are the ticket; if you are new to the hobby or extremely financially stressed than perhaps limiting 
yourself to rarity Ts to rarity 4's will do; and a teenager starting out might want to consider only the 
common rarity I's to rarity 3's. This does not mean that you cannot build an extremely nice collection; 
you just have to be selective. 

John Wright is famous for his "more bang for the bucks" comment referring to the fact that he believed 
that the Middle date large cents were more interesting than the late dates and a lot less expensive than the 
early dates. In fact, you can collect about 200 varieties of Middle date large cents buying only rarity 1 's, 
2's, and 3's. If you add in the rarity 4's and a handful of rarity 5's, you can come up with 240 or so 
varieties— enough for twenty years of collecting one coin a month and a heck of a collection to boot. Of 
course, it is not just the rarity of the material that causes the price to be high. 

The other major factor in a coin's price is its condition or grade (the usual noncontroversial subject). 
Chris Victor McCawley includes at the end of his fixed price lists a page on Large Cents by Date. This is 
a great short, sweet guideline for prices of common rarity 1, 2, and 3 Middle date and Late date large 
cents in collectable grades and if you happen to pick up a rarity 4 or 5 for the same price, well, bully for 
you! Moreover it is clear from this guideline that if your budget is $100 a month or less, then you 
probably need to collect mostly VF coins, and if you can afford a couple of hundred dollars a month or so 
then you might want to consider looking for mostly EF coins. (The objective in saying that if you have 
$100 a month or less to put in your collection that you should be looking for mostly VF coins is not to 
restrict the quality of your collection, but to keep you involved in collecting. If for example you have a 
budget of $50 and you buy a $500 coin, then it is almost a year before you can buy anything else. This is 
discouraging and is one of the reasons we lose a lot of collectors in EAC. Better to buy what you can 
afford and to know that your collection is improving all the time. Be assured you are not alone in this 
dilemma.) 

Lest you think that I am despairing for collectors of Early date large cents, be assured I am not. A few 
years ago I made up a list of varieties of Early date large cents that were listed in the then current price 
guides at $1000 or less in average VF20, and the list included over 150 varieties. Even today, a quick 
check shows over 180 varieties of Early date large cents available (if you can find them) in average F12 
or better for $1000 or less, with many of them in the $200 range. Great stuff for a budget-minded 
collector to have fun with for years while they build a fine collection. 

Thus coin collecting involves constant choices. But once you have an idea of what varieties, grades and 
rarities you are seeking, you can set up your priorities. Keeping in mind the grades you need, it is useful 
to set up a coin buying matrix so that you do not miss out on opportunities when they are available. The 
following coin buying matrix is for half cents, basically because it is the shortest and thus the easiest to 
illustrate.

How do you use it? For simplicity let us say you are a half cent collector and that you have save up 
$3500 and you plan to attend this year's EAC convention. (Which I encourage you to do!) The first thing 
that you do is to get out your matrix and your coin pricing guide and get an idea of what improvement it 
might be possible to make to your collection with the funds you have available to spend. Here you have 
to be realistic. A 1796-Cl no pole half cent is over $10,000 in AG3; clearly if you are on a budget, it is 
unrealistic to have such a coin in your collection plan. However, if you plan to collect only the rarity I's 
to 5's you could still have a great half cent collection. Now look at the numbers. In the latest January 
2003 1/200 Survey there are over 200 half cent collections listed but only 21 collections show 84 or more 
varieties and there are 84 varieties of half cents that are rarity Ts to rarity 5's. Thus, you could have a 
collection of half cents in the top 10% of the collections out there without chasing ANY rarity 6's, 7's, or 
8's. Moreover this is also true for Early date, Middle date and Late date large cent collections. Collecting 
on a budget does not mean having an inferior collection. But I digress. Let us get back to how to use the 
matrix. 


Essentially you use the matrix to remind yourself of what you still need and to point out the tough ones so 
that you don't let opportunities pass by you. Thus you are constantly removing coins from your matrix as 
you acquire the items you need. This of course only highlights the material that you are still seeking. For 
example, you look at your collection and you say to yourself, well I need the rarity I's to rarity 5's and I 
only have one rarity 5 now, an 1804 — C4 half cent, but it is a nice VG7 coin and the one I will keep in 
my collection. I wonder what grades and condition of these other rarity 5's I can find at EAC for my 
$3500. Let's see what the price guides tell us. (I am a little outdated here as the most recent thing I have 
is the 17th edition of CQR put out 02/28/2001, and yes I know prices have gone up, but the principle 
remains the same.) 
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1794 -C3a a choice VG is listed at $1250, a choice FI 2 is $2500 and I like choice; this is a 
possibility. 

1 794 - C6a a choice G4 list at $2500, but it is $6000 in a choice VG8; looks tough, maybe m G5 or 
so. 

1 794 -Cl a choice G4 list at $2500 and it's $4500 in choice VG8; I might be able to find a VG. 

1 794 - C8 a choice G4 list at $2000 and a choice VG is $4000; this is possible. 

1 795 - C3 a choice VG8 is $3000 and it's $4750 for a nice F 1 2, looks good. 

1 805 - C2 Oh Oh, a choice AG3 is $4500 and its $7500 for a nice G, I better forget this one right 

now as I don't have enough money for a decent one. 

Now your list looks like this: 

1794 -C3a VG8toF12 

1794-C6a G5 

1794- C7 VG7/8 

1794 _C8 VG7/8 

1795 - C3 VG8/10 

Its time to go and shop on the bourse floor. What happens if you don't plan? Well then it goes something 
like this. 

You hit the floor running and stop at the first table you see. WOW here is a great 28-2 the 12 star 
variety, he only wants $650 for it. This is a nice 06-1 at $450; I can afford that. This 94-8 isn't very 
nice, but I don't have one; for $1750 I can fill the hole. Now you move on to the next table. Hey this 
1 805-3 is nice, not high grade but it is really clean and even CQR says they are tough to find with nice 
color and surfaces; it is $2250. He doesn't know me; 1 wonder if he will take a credit card check? 

What has happened here? The collector has fallen into the trap of buying common material that he can 
find locally and filling a hole with a coin that he would not like to keep in his collection, a coin he would 
always want to upgrade. When you collect on a budget, UPGRADES COST MONEY! Buy the coin you 
need and will keep in your collection or pass. Now the collector has run into the problem of coming up 
with money for a coin that he would be proud to have in his collection. How could this problem have 
been avoided? 

First, rarity 1 and 2 coins can be found at local shows and coin shops. If you do business with the local 
coin dealers, when something nice comes along they will often save it for you. Second, go to the EAC 
convention or a major show such as the summer ANA or FUN with a plan. A major show is an 
opportunity to make a major addition to your collection. The time to buy a rarity 1 or 2 coin at a major 
show is when you still have money in your pocket as you are going out the door after checking all the 
possibilities. (For example, Sunday morning at EAC is a good time to buy rarity I's if you haven t spent 
all your money on the bourse or at the Saturday night sale.) Here is a sample plan for the EAC 
convention. 

Arrive at the convention site early Thursday afternoon. Store any coins you need to with security. 
Wander into the hotel lobby or coffee shop. Introduce yourself to some of the strange people you will 
find loitering there. Listen to the pearls of wisdom from some of these coin exp^ (well, there are 
some). Although they have sale lot viewing on Thursday afternoon, I normally avoid it as many of the 
dealers try to see the lots then and they don't always get the time they need; instead, I ^ and get to fte 
lots on Friday morning as soon as the bourse has opened and most people are checking it out. (Knowing 
what you might want in the sale can set parameters for your purchases on the bourse.) Back to Thursday 
afternoon. The reception with all the food and camaraderie begins at 5:00 at the pool; don't miss it! Your 
first priority is to meet people, talk about coins, and have some fun. At 7:30, follow the crowd to the 
Happening of your choice. You will see more outstanding copper coins there than any place else in the 

world. 
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Friday morning, eat breakfast at the hotel coffee shop and don't be shy about talking to some of the other 
collectors while you wait for the bourse to open. When it opens, go view the sale lots! After that go have 
another cup of coffee and pull out your coin buying matrix. Now is the time to plan what you are looking 
for, after you have seen the sale lots and before you have been beguiled by the bourse. Now was there 
anything in the sale that you would want to bid on? If so, reserve some money for it. If not, look at your 
matrix. What do you need that you can't find locally? generally this means rarity 3's, 4's, and 5's. In this 
matrix, the further to the left it is, the tougher it is to find. Here at EAC is where you might find it. 
Happy hunting! 


THE TEBBETTS HOARD

In 1994 a young man in New Hampshire named Jeff Tebbetts was out using his metal detector. He had 
received permission to detect along an ancient road that is no longer in service. Along this ancient unused 
road was a rock fence in disrepair. The land was steep along this rock fence and Jeff was down hill from 
the fence several yards when he detected metal; when he dug down he found three early American large 
cents. He then continued searching nearby and found two more large cents back up the hill tow£uds the 
rock fence. He then continued the search back up the hill until he was adjacent to a large rock from the 
old fence. He got a strong signal on his detector and dug down about a foot and found handfuls of large 
cents and half cents. In addition to the hoard of large and half cents were the remains of about twenty- 
five handmade hunting knives and a handful of iron fishhooks which disintegrated as he picked them up. 
The soil was sandy and the coins were all covered in a thick coating of phosphate deposited over the ages. 
There was no evidence of the container the coins had been in.

Jefl^ dug up as many of the coins as he could, brought them home. The following day, he returned with 
his brother to more carefully search the area to make sure they had recovered all the coins. He later 
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proceeded to look through the cache and found that all the coins dated from 1793 to 1820. They were 
mostly all US large cents and half cents along with a few colonials and foreign coins. He cleaned up a 
few of what appeared to be the better coins including a 1 793 chain cent in about G6 condition. Jeff is not 
a coin collector, but was aware that 1793 chain cents are rare and valuable. He took this coin to a local 
dealer who offered h im $2500 for it which he accepted. He mentioned he had found a hoard of large 
cents, but the dealer was not particularly interested. 

Jeff knew that early coins are worth more if not cleaned but had no venue to sell the coins. He shared a 
few of the lower grade coins with his brother and friends, but set the remainder aside unsearched and 
uncleaned. 

Early in 2003, Jeff decided he would list a few of the coins on Ebay just for fun. He has a digital camera 
and was able to make good pictures. I happened to purchase one of the first coins he listed and wrote 
him. We established a friendship and I agreed to look at a few of his coins to see if they could be curated 
for selling on Ebay. Jeff then sent me 70 coins to work with. I realized I had established enough curation 
skills that I was able to remove the phosphate deposits without removing the patina, attribute the coins 
and recommend to Jeff how he should list them and what he might expect to receive when selling on 
Ebay. 

Jeff and I were so encouraged by the profit from the first 70 coins that eventually, Jeff sent me the 
remainder of the hoard to curate and attribute. This ultimately amounted to about 470 coins from a hoard 
of about 700 coins. I spent nearly a month working evenings curating and attributing these coins. 

I was primarily interested in two things with respect to the hoard. First was a unique opportunity to 
actually see the condition and mix of a hoard of coins collected circa 1 820 that had never been cleaned, 
sorted or touched. The second was an opportunity to hone my own curation skills, do attribution and find 
out what kinds of varieties were in circulation in New Hampshire at that time.

First, let me discuss the condition of the coins at time of burial. Surprising to me, the wear on the coins 
generally corresponded to the year of minting. The early coins generally had the most wear and the later 
coins in many cases had no wear whatsoever. The half cents did not disperse as the large cents did. They 
were nearly all dated 1804, 1805, and 1806 and nearly all uncirculated. I purchased a copy of the Manley 
Half Cent Die State Book to attribute the half cents. I found many 1804 C-6's with various die states but 
unfortunately no rare varieties. It appeared to me the half cents were quickly pulled out of circulation just 
as we do now with copper cents. The other coins dispersed as follows: Five or six colonials (MA, CT, 
and NJ), two or three foreign coins (British and Russian); (I never saw these coins). Two very low grade 
1794's, one low grade 1795, one rather nice 1796 S~113, several 1797's in worn condition, several 1798's 
including two very low grade S— 156's, several 1801 to 1807's including an 1801 S— 215 in about G6, five 
tower grade Turban Heads including a rather nice 1811 in about F15. Finally there were lots of 1816's 
through 1820, many with no circulation whatsoever. Many of these coins now show light porosity 
resulting from 200 years of exposure to moisture even though fully coated with phosphate. 



Overall there were a few striking differences I found between this cache of coins and the copper coins that 
circulate today. The first was that copper coins were accepted by merchants because they had one cent's 
worth of copper. This means there was no reason to pull out worn or damaged coins even when the 
design was entirely worn off as long as the size and thickness was correct and the material was copper. 
The coins showed a lot of abuse including gouges, bends, deep scratches and graffiti. Surprising to me, 
there were no coins that I received from the hoard with holes as we see so often on Ebay. I suspect the 
holed coins which are so prevalent on Ebay, were mainly worn as jewelry and not in circulation. 

Because these coins were coated with phosphate deposits, as the phosphate was slowly removed in the 
curating, I was able to determine what contaminants were on the coins when set aside. I was amazed to 
find a couple of large cents covered in a thick black tar-like substance which I suspect was tallow used as 
axle grease. One coin had what appeared to be red lead paint splashed on it. Others had similar 
substances that I could not identify. The bottom line is the coins were filthy. I suspect people's hands 
were dirty, coins were dirty, and folks just accepted this as a way of life. 
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We don't know who owned these coins or why they were left along this rock fence. I think we do have 
some clues though. There were no coins with higher denomination than one cent and there were 
fishhooks and knives. I suspect it might have been someone in the business of catching and selling fish. 
This cache may have been a means of saving money by hoarding cents and half cents. We don't know 
how long this individual used this method for making deposits, but suspect these coins were pulled fi'om 
circulation between 1816 and 1820 as there were no uncirculated large cents dating prior to 1816. The 
uncirculated half cents were likely entered into circulation during this time period even though most were 
dated 1804, 1805, and 1806. 

As far as I know this cache has been completely distributed via sales on Ebay. If you have coins 
purchased on Ebay from Jeff Tebbetts dating prior to 1821, they are almost certainly from the cache. 


BUTTERNUT BITES, #9: Hotel & Motel Security . 

(This is the fifth of a series of articles regarding security of collectibles.)

After September 11, 2001, the Hotel Industry recognized the urgency of making their properties 
more secure for their guests and employees. The Marriott Corporation had a property at "Ground Zero", a 
hotel next to the World Trade Center in New York City, occupied by over 1,000 guests and employees. 
After the planes struck, the preplanned evacuation plans developed by the Hotel and the Port Authority 
went into immediate action. Miraculously, of the over 1,000 people inside the hotel, only 14 people died 
or were unaccounted for. This was not by chance; it was due to the outstanding planning and execution of 
those plans that so many lives were saved. 

Many large industry hotels now have developed a concept known as a "threat Matrix". You will 
most likely not be thoroughly briefed on all the security aspects of a particular hotel you are planning to 
stay in, but, with your own simple security plan, you can prevent yourself from becoming a nameless 
statistic. 


As I have previously stressed, most security can be addressed and then developed into four 
categories: operational security, perimeter security, external security and interior security. 

Operational security would be the way you operate or your "mode of operation." You need to 
ask yourself; "What kind of target am I presenting?" Perimeter security is the immediate area near the 
target ... you and your valuables. As an example, near your hotel, the area that you can physically 
observe in all four directions would be considered the perimeter. External security may be considered 
the outside shell or walls of your hotel. Internal security would be inside your room or anywhere you 
can physically touch your coins. Your objective should be to try to think of ways you can mange the risks 
and reduce the vulnerabilities in each of these four areas. 

Security is a personal responsibility. Your security is not the responsibility of the police, 
politicians, government or the hotel you are staying in. Yes, they all do what they can to minimize your 
risk and their liability, but they do not have the means or intention to protect every citizen. Unless you 
are willing to cast your fate and life to the wind, your first line of security is you. 

When you are considering security in hotels, motels and resorts, there are three primary areas of 
potential risks to you. I have listed them in the order of decreasing likelihood of occurrence: 

1 . Fire or Catastrophic Event. 

2. Burglary / theft and Robbery. 

3. Assault / rape. 
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Does size and age matter? Yes! Information gathered in a recent survey for the American 
Hotel & Lodging Association concerning the risks of fire and theft rated hotels an average of 66% 
out of a possible of 100 on a safety index, and 60% out of a possible 100 on a security index. These 
same figures jumped into the 80th percentile range when hotels were less than 14 years old and had 
1 50 or more usable rooms. 

What can you do to improve your own personal security in these three areas? 

Fire or Catastrophic Event in Hotels / Motels ; 

The National Fire and Protection Association reports that there is a hotel structure fire every 
55 seconds in the United States. These are real fires that require a fire department to dispatch a fire 
truck or a company of firemen. Needless to say, this risk to your security must be addressed during 
every stay you or your family makes while traveling. 

Operational: 

Even before September 11, 2001, the hotel industry had begun to improve loss prevention in 
their properties. After September 11, they began to take even more seriously. Employee background 
checks, security planning, emergency training and drills are now the norm. The larger chains have 
crisis management teams who can be immediately activated. When making a reservation, if possible, 
I request that my room be on the second or third floor. If this is not possible, I insist on a room no 
higher than the sixth floor. Why? I figure that in the event of a fire, I can jump fi*om the second 
floor without injury. If I am forced to drop from the third, I might only suffer a couple of broken 
ankles. The equipment from only a few of the best equipped fire and rescue departments can reach 
above the sixth floor, and in large cities, none can reach above the tenth floor. Ifl am on any floor 
above that, I figure I'm toast. The bad news is that with all my travel, I have a preferred status with 
nearly every major hotel chain, and, with it, access to the preferred "12th Floor Concierge level". 
Due to my borderline paranoia about security, however, I will most likely not be able to enjoy such 
lavish luxuries. 

Always prepare travel and emergency files to be left at your home or office. The travel file 
can include as much detail as possible about your current travel plans and can be updated with each 
trip. Your emergency file should be more permanent, containing important information such as your 
health records, eyeglass prescription, current medicines you are taking, important telephone numbers, 
names and address of relatives and a special code and password. This can be life essential, especially 
if you travel internationally. Be sure to let a friend or family member know, that in an emergency, 
they can help you by referring to the file. 

Perimeter: 

Buy a good map of the city you will be visiting before you leave home. Upon arriving, do a 
drive-by visual inspection of the hotel property. Mark significant points on the map such as your 
hotel, embassies and police stations. Study the map and make mental notes about locations you plan 
on going to from your hotel. If you have a sense that the hotel is not right or may not be safe, find 
another. Trust your instincts. As with most living creatures, this sense can be developed and 
sensitized. 

External: 

Spend some time walking around the hotel and getting familiar with it. Make note especially 
about the locations of doors, corridors, alleys and avenues of escape. Play a "what if game with 
yourself to prepare for possible catastrophes. This is especially important if you are traveling in a 
foreign country where the building and fire codes are more lax or may not exist at all. 
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Internal: 

The first thing to do after you have arrived in your room, before you even settle in, is to 
locate the nearest fire exits to your room. (They are normally posted on the entrance door and are 
seldom read by anyone but the fire marshal during his inspection.) Then take your key and 
physically locate the exits. Picture yourself on your hands and knees with your eyes closed, 
successfully locating them. Be sure to note any fire alarms, extinguishers or fire hoses. When you 
get to the exit, open the door and make sure it is not locked or blocked in any way. If it is blocked or 
has an alarm on it, call hotel security and have them meet you to ensure you will not be trapped. By 
the way, when you enter a fire exit, make sure you are not going to be trapped inside the stairwell. 

Now follow the same procedure for a secondary escape or backup route should the fire 
prevent you from exiting via the first route. 

When you get back to your room, check out the window and decide whether you could hang 
from the window and drop to the ground without breaking your neck. Then you should make sure 
the room has a working smoke detector. Again, call hotel security if you have any questions about 
the smoke detector's operability. Then study the fan in the room so you will know how to turn it off. 
In addition, think about how you would seal off the vents to prevent them from delivering deadly 
smoke to your room from the air system. Then place your cell phone, room key and a small travel 
flashlight on the nightstand, ready for immediate emergency access. 

Now you can sit back and relax in your home away fi-om home. 

What will you do in the event of fire? 

At the first sound of an alarm, get dressed with you shoes on, not in that terry-cloth bathrobe 
your hotel placed for you in the bathroom and your favorite fluffy bunny slippers. Cover up to 
protect yourself from fire, not to hide your pajamas from strangers. Do not wait until you see smoke 
or flames. By the time you see them you may be charcoal. Quickly soak a towel in water for each 
person in the room. Use the bathtub faucet since there is usually more water pressure there. Grab 
your room key, eyeglasses, flashlight and cell phone. Leave everything else. Touch the door to see 
if it is hot and open it slowly. If there is pressure, or if the hall is filled with thick smoke, close it and 
prepare your room for survival. If there is no smoke or pressure on the door, move quickly to your 
primary exit. Stay close to the walls so others running down the hall will not trample you. Should 
you encounter smoke, drop to your knees where the air is less smoky. Do not use an elevator since it 
might deliver you to the center of the fire. 

In most cases, you should be able to escape the fire, but if you must return to your room or 
are unable to evacuate it, plan to survive in your room. Collect all the water you can in the bathtub 
and sink, and use the ice bucket to bail water onto the walls to cool them. Make sure that you use 
wet towels to block all areas where outside air can penetrate your room. If your window opens, 
crack only a small seal to get ftesh air as needed. Break it only as a last resort. As for jumping, if 
you are over the third floor, forget it. If the phone works, phone the fire department, and let them 
know your room number and the floor you are on. Also hang a sheet from your window to draw 
attention to rescuers. Try to stay calm and conserve your energy: you just might need it later to 
survive. 

Biirylary / theft and Robbery in Hotels / Motels ; 

Operational: 

Make your own reservations whenever possible. Make them in a discrete manner, and do not

give out information about your reservations. The fewer people who become involved in your travel 
and lodging arrangements, the better. Use a post office box for your address, and do not identify 
your company or organization. Alter your routine travel plans whenever possible to avoid showing 
an easily recognizable pattern or your personal mode of operation. When making your reservation, 
consider the kind of door locks and the construction of the doors. Are they solid core types with 
peepholes? What kind of lighting is in the parking areas? Are there in-house security personnel? 
Do they use security cameras? Are there electronic keyed room safes, or are there lock boxes at the 
front desk? Is your hotel in a high crime area? If there are lots of places to stay, why compromise 
your own security? 

Do not book rooms on a ground floor, especially with sliding glass windows or doors. Few 
can provide any security, unless specially prepared. Think through and plan to always keep your 
valuables with you, without leaving them unattended, even for a moment. Alcohol should be 
avoided when transporting, carrying or traveling with valuables. Avoid it completely. A bandit 
needs only a tiny edge to gain an advantage. Do not hand them one on a silver platter. If you use 
alcohol, moderation is the key when you are traveling. 

Go through your luggage and baggage to ensure that all the identification labels show only 
your business address and not your home address. It is best to use only your name, not the company, 
school or firm you represent. If you are female, use only your first initial, unless your name is 
gender non-specific. 

Perimeter: 

When you do your drive-by visual inspection of the hotel property, trust your instincts. As 
with most living creatures, this sense can be developed and sensitized. If you have a sense that this 
hotel might not be safe, find another. Numerous times a dealer or collector at a coin show has told 
me that the hotel or motel property where they were staying was unsafe. When I ask if they moved, 
they usually say, "No, we had already unpacked." Saving $20 on the room expense while risking 
your security is bad economics. 

Most robberies of jewelry or coins occur in parking lots, alleys, parks, public transportation 
centers, financial institutions and retail stores. If you are involved in a robbery, statistics report that 
two-thirds of the criminals will be armed with some sort of weapon. If the robber only wants your 
money or valuables, by all means let the robber or mugger have them. Do not resist, do not scream, 
but cooperate with the robber. Assume the weapon is real and will be used on you if you do not 
cooperate. Try instead to get as detailed a description as you can of your assailant. Always carry 
some small bills with a $20 bill on top. Have it available to give to a possible robber or mugger. If 
accosted, you will have something to give up. A twenty and a few other smaller bills may satisfy 
most robbers, especially if they are supporting a drug habit. Immediately report the incident to the 
police and hotel security. 

External: 

If possible, park your own car and unload your items personally, making only one trip. If this 
is not practical, always keep your valuables with you. Remember, often hotel valet parking 
attendants are not employees of the hotel but are private contractors working for an outside firm. If 
you use a valet to park your car, leave only the ignition key with the attendant. If you are at a motor 
hotel / motel, do not park your car directly in Ifont of your room, even if it means a longer walk. 

When checking in, be sure to keep your luggage with you. Guests are usually not focused on 
their luggage at this time, and the thieves know it. Most luggage theft occurs between your departure 
from your surface transportation and before your arrival at your room. Watch for distractions that are 
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intentionally staged to setup a luggage or purse theft or a pickpocket. If you have given your luggage 
to a bellman, be sure to receive a claim check. Now your luggage is in the "care, custody and 
control" of the hotel, and they are liable for them, even though it is for a limited amount. 

Hotel lobby safe deposit boxes and in-room safes can provide a minimum level of security. 
They are not, foolproof, however, since there could be, and probably are, many duplicate keys to 
your assigned lock box. Even with those concerns, it is still better than leaving valuables in a vacant 
room. However, not all hotel safes are an effective determent to theft from a dishonest hotel 
employee. Recently a hotel security officer in one of the more expensive properties in Naples, 
Florida was charged for grand theft of over $100,000 worth of cash and jewelry from room safes 
after using his security keys to gain access to room safes. 

Request a room that is not next to a stairwell or near an elevator where people can observe 
you entering or exiting your room. After you have been given a room number, do not give your 
room number to anyone you do not know well. Front desk personnel are trained not to say your 
room number aloud, only to write it down on a card or paper. Do not voice your room number until 
you are checking out. Ask the front desk people if there are security personnel at the property, and, if 
so, their location and phone number. 

Internal: 

The single greatest deterrent to theft in hotel / motels are the newest forms of electronic 
locks. Those little plastic slide cards that turn on a green light to enter have contributed more to loss 
prevention in hotel / motel properties than any other single improvement. They are re-keyed with 
each new guest, making duplicating a metal key obsolete to theft. The newer systems also record the 
time of entry and the exact key used for entry, thus restricting unauthorized entrance. This has 
reduced internal and external theft greatly. It has also reduced the number of false allegations and 
claims of theft made by guests against hotel staff and outsiders. Prostitutes, both male and female, 
take advantage of travelers all over American and throughout the world. Many use various ploys and 
use "knockout" drugs. Many thefts are unreported, but some guests make false allegations that a 
hotel employee or a cat burglar somehow robbed them when they slept or were taking a shower. 

Most states have some sort of "Innkeepers Law" that limits the liability a hotel or motel can 
be subjected to. Interestingly it came from English Common Law and was originally enacted to 
protect innkeepers from being beaten up by drunken or unruly guests that took exception to the food 
or drink they had been served. 

After entering your room, double lock the door and check to ensure the windows are locked. 
Keep the "do not disturb" sign on the door. When you sleep or are taking a shower, use your bicycle 
lock for your valuable cases or briefcases to attach them to a fixture. Usually most rooms have a sink 
drainpipe that works fairly well for this and will delay most cat burglars. Use room service or order 
food delivery if you have valuables with you. If the property you are staying does not offer meals, 
then I recommend that you go to a fast food drive through and either eat prior to checking into your 
hotel or take to the hotel with you. 

Do not leave unattended valuables, or magazines or periodicals referring to them in 
your room. When you leave your room, even without any valuables or coins in the room, leave the 
TV or radio on. The volume should be high enough to hear if you listen at your door, but low 
enough so it is not obvious and will not elicit a complaint from the adjoining room. Keep your room 
and personal items neat and orderly so you will recognize if something is out of place when you 
return. If your luggage has a lock, use it. A locked suitcase in a closet deters a lot of casual 
opportunity theft. 
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Always have your room key on your person when you leave your room. When inside the 
room, always put the key in the same place so in an emergency you will not need to grope around 
half asleep trying to remember where you placed it. When you check out, return it to the front desk 
and do not leave it in the room. If your key is the plastic entry card type, keep it and destroy it when 
you get home. The hotel sometimes codes all your personal information, including your home 
address, phone, business and even your credit card number on them. These are normally left in a 
box at the front desk till they are re-keyed, making you vulnerable to identity theft should they get 
into the wrong hands. 

When you are dining in a restaurant, keep your bag or purse between your legs. Thieves like 
to go into an eating establishment with an empty bag or paper sack and wait for you to relax, enjoy 
your meal and possibly have some pleasant conversation. About that time your purse or bag that was 
hanging on the back of your chair is whisked into their empty bag or sack. Then they can either 
leave or finish their meal without you being the wiser. By the way, fanny packs worn in front only 
advertise to muggers, "Here's my money!" I would recommend instead putting your money with 
only a minimum of necessary credit cards into a folding wallet with a rubber band around it in your 
front pocket. It makes it a little harder for pickpockets to lift it, and it does not give an invitation to 
be mugged. 

Previously I traveled with a lap top computer. It was nice to be able to do a few hours of 
work in my room by having it with me. I even bought a cheesy little lock to secure it to a table or 
desk when I left. Then I realized that, while the loss of the computer was costly, it was not nearly as 
costly as the easy theft of my identity. The amount of information that could be gained about me, my 
business and family was just not worth the extra few hours I could log in. I now no longer carry my 
laptop with me on my travels and have opted instead for catching up on needed reading, or even 
hard-earned time relaxing and giving myself time to create and plan. If a little down time is beyond 
your capability, at least travel with a suitcase that locks and place your laptop inside of it, lock it, and 
place it in a closet. Not the best security, but better than the alternative. 

So where are you most vulnerable to hotel theft? 

Most hotel experts agree that in the United States, Miami, New Orleans and New York have 
the greatest number of thefts. This may be somewhat due to the high number of guest rooms and the 
high occupancy rate, but perhaps not. Outside the US, Mexico and anywhere in South America you 
are not only more vulnerable to theft, but also to kidnap-for-ransom abductions that are now near 
epidemic levels. But which country is the world leader in hotel theft? Jamaica. Anything left in a 
room including your dirty laundry will most likely be stolen in Jamaica. Even the items you have on 
your body or in your pockets are targets to the thieves. Hopefully, Jamaica would not be considered 
as a possible future site to hold the American Numismatic Association's Convention, The World's 
Fair of Money. 

Assault / rape in Hotels / Motels ; 

Operational: 

Rape and other assaults on guests are very rare occurrences on hotel / motel properties; 
however; women and men still need to avoid wearing flamboyant or expensive jewelry. It is 
common sense that the less conspicuous you are, the less likely you will draw attention to yourself. 
Conversely, a wedding ring will help keep away unwanted attention. When you are traveling 
overseas, "Do in Rome as the Romans do" and try to blend in as best you can with the local dress and 
customs. As hard as it is to imagine, not everyone in the world loves foreigners, especially arrogant 
Americans who tend to flaunt their rich and free lifestyles. Hotel room invaders usually target the 
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occupant and room location, not necessarily the hotel. 

Perimeter: 

When you arrive at your hotel, before departing your vehicle, drive around the area to 
familiarize yourself to your hotel's location. If you are in a cab, it is worth the extra couple dollars to 
at least circle the block. If you feel uncomfortable or sense that it might not be safe, consider altering 
your plans. Again, trust your instincts. If you plan on using a cab to venture out later, let the hotel 
call you the cab, and do not hail one yourself, especially in a foreign country. It is always good idea 
when leaving your hotel to carry a brochure or desk card so you can find your way back. This is very 
helpful when trying to communicate with a cab driver in Hittite. Most may recognize at least your 
hotel's name. 

External: 

Drop off your luggage at the bell stand or fi-ont desk first, get a claim check, then park your 
car in a well-lit area, preferably within sight of the hotel entrance. If you feel the least threat, ask for 
someone from the hotel to escort you and walk back to the hotel with you. Be very careful when 
returning to your car. Simply go back to the hotel entrance if someone is around or lurking near your 
car. Report it to hotel security or the front desk. Ask for assistance. Do not be embarrassed or think 
it will detract from your macho ego. 

When registering into their hotel / motel, women should use only their first initial and last 
name. It is even better to register Mr. & Mrs. And to let everyone know that your husband will be 
arriving in a few minutes, and you will need an extra key for him. Be cautious about using titles or 
degrees as they give away your status or profession. When answering the phone in your room, also 
include a few words to your "invisible husband" so the caller will not know you are alone. Men, 
especially when transporting valuables, should also use these same procedures. Never let anyone 
know that you are a lone traveler. I like to do a simple security check to see how well trained the 
hotel staff is. I call the front desk using my celt phone or a lobby phone, ask for myself and say I am 
not sure of the room number. If the answer comes back, "He is in room 405, 1 will connect you," this 
tells me I may have a security problem. The correct answer should be, "I'll connect you." 

When using hotel elevators, always position yourself next to the control panel with your back 
against the wall so you can immediately use the alarm in an emergency. If there are people on the 
elevator with you, consider going to a floor above yours and using the stairs or the next elevator to go 
down to your floor. 

Internal: 

If available, always accept bellman assistance upon check-in. It is well worth the tip of a few 
bucks. Allow the bellman to open the room, turn on the lights and ensure the room is vacant and 
completely ready for you. Before dismissing the bellman, check the windows and door locks to 
insure they are in working order. Ensure that the draperies fully close and do not leave an 
observation gap. Make sure everything in your room is in working order and that it is fully equipped. 
If there are no towels in the room, or if the television does not work, it is better to resolve the 
problem before settling in and unpacking your items. When you are traveling alone, I would 
recommend you ask the front desk if a person is available to accompany you until you are safely in 
your room. When you first enter your hotel room, leave the door open and check to see that no one is 
in the bathroom or under the bed. It has been 40 years since the move "Psycho" was released, but I 
still check behind the shower curtain. 

Your own stubby door wedge that you stashed in your suitcase along with the little flashlight 
placed on your nightstand can add to the security and safety to your room. A chair with a glass of 
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loose change or keys placed on it can act as a portable alarm to give you enough time to call the front 
desk for assistance. 

You should never open your hotel door to any stranger until you are sure that their presence 
is legitimate, and you feel safe to do so. Use the hotel phone to verify the legitimacy of the stranger. 
Have all deliveries made to the front desk. Have the messenger leave them to be inspected by hotel 
personnel and delivered by hotel staff to your room. If it is an emergency and you are asked to open 
the door, do not do so until you are assured that it is a legitimate emergency by first calling the front 
desk. When in doubt, summon police. 

If you return to your room, and someone is loitering in the hallway, do not enter, but return 
quickly to the lobby and report it. An Ohio woman was robbed and raped in a Kansas City, Missouri 
hotel when she exited her room due to a fire alarm. When she returned after it was discovered to be a 
false alarm, she noticed two men loitering near her room. When she went to place the key in the 
door, she was struck by one of the men who dragged her into the room where both men robbed and 
raped her. 

Be careful about placing leftovers from room service outside your door. This is especially 
true for unaccompanied women who usually order room service to avoid unwanted attention by 
dining alone in a hotel restaurant. A single service with lipstick on a glass could invite an invitation 
to an attack. 

In summary, when you are considering security in hotels, motels and resorts, tiy to consider 
the three primary areas of risk and the possibility that just maybe they could involve you. Whether it 
be a fire, a catastrophic event, a burglary, a robbery and/or assault, the world is still a very dangerous 
place. With that said, life goes on, including travel. Be it for business, pleasure or adventure, enjoy 
it, but be careful out there. 
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Talking Beginners -Die States

1796 S-101 R5- AGS. Sharpness F 15 but moderately corroded and 

covered with a shallow greenish patina indicating this cent may have been 

lost in soil for some time. The date is clear and legends strong. A dull scuff 

at U is the only notable mark. EDS. Ex Fred Borcherdt 4/88 - J. R. 

Frankenfield, Superior 2/ 1 7/01 : 319. (1) 

This lot (#203, 2002 EAC Convention Sale) description is fairly straight forward, 
even for a beginner. We know the coin is a 1796 draped bust cent and that it is fairly rare. 
It is probably a pretty ugly coin, being net graded from a F 15 to an AG 3. We even have 
a short pedigree. But what is EDS? 

EDS stands for “early die state.” The die state of a coin is determined by when it 
was struck. An early die state coin is one struck from fairly new dies. This coin will 
usually have sharp devices and legends. The fields of the coin are usually very smooth. 

But as more coins are struck from these dies, an interesting thing happens. The 
whole purpose of the minting process is to move metal by using a hard metal device (a 
steel die) to impart an image to an object made of softer metal (a copper planchet before 
striking, a coin after). When the die and planchet are brought together, metal on the softer 
piece is moved and forced into recesses in the harder die. This creates the raised devices, 
stars, numbers, and letters on the coin. 

Heat and fiiction created during the striking process also moves metal on the die 
face, although at a much slower rate than on the struck coins. Thus, dies “wear.” Some 
dies also crack, sometimes in many places. Die wear, and the development of cracks, 
does not happen all at once. It is a gradual process and can be seen if you look at a 
number of different coins of the same variety. 

Since die wear progression can be observed on coins, those struck from worn or 
cracked dies can be identified and are considered MDS, middle die state, or LDS, late die 
state. Late die state coins often show significant die wear and cracking. 

Some dies cracked before they were even used. One example is the obverse die 
used to strike 1818 N- 10 large cents. Every known example of this variety has cracks 
through the stars on the obverse. This die probably cracked before it was used. 

How can a die crack before it is used? Factors other than striking also contributed 
to die wear and deterioration. The hardness of the die, the alignment of the die(s) during 
striking, and how the dies were maintained also played a part in die deteriorated. 

The hardening of the steel dies was probably the most variable factor in die life. 
Some dies cracked during the hardening process (like 1818 N-10). Others were 
improperly hardened, creating dies that were too soft or too hard, often only in certain 
spots. If too soft, a die would wear rapidly, as the steel in the die was easier to move. As 
the metal on the die moved, it created small ridges and valleys, radiating out from the 
center. This is called flow lining, and usually appears first near the rim. Flow lining 
occurs on almost all dies eventually. 

A too soft die could suffer from “crumbling,” where small pieces of the die break 
off, usually around the legend and devices. This is common on many 1849 cent reverses 
and is the cause of Liberty’s “beard” on 1814 S-295. A soft die might also exhibit 
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sinking, where the surface of the die warps inward. This creates a bulged area on the coin 
surface. Good examples are the reverse of 1797 S-138 and the obverse of 1835 N-19. 

A die that was too hard would tend to crack and break, forming cuds, with use. As 
this die was used more, these die defects got bigger or longer and other defects may have 
occurred, like other cracks. The progression of these die defects determine whether a coin 
is MDS or LDS. 

Alignment of the dies during striking also affected die life. Normal die alignment 
has the die faces centered and in the same plane. If the dies were not centered, one side of 
the coin would be off center while the other would be centered. If the die faces are not 
parallel, one side of the obverse and/or the reverse would be strongly struck, while the 
other side would be weak. 1794 S-65 is probably the best example of a variety struck 
from non-parallel dies. Many Classic Head cents are struck from non-centered dies, as 
are several varieties of 1853 cents. Dies misaligned either way put extra stress on the die 
edges. This extra stress often led to cracks and breaks, 1797 NC-3, for example. 

Sometimes, the dies came together without a planchet between them. This 
created clash marks, where part of the design from one die is transferred to the other, on 
one or both dies. Clash marks are present on most varieties of early American coppers. 

A die was sometimes lapped, where the surface of the die was ground or filed 
away to remove clash marks and flow lines. Lapping a die lowers the relief on the coin 
and makes stars, legend letters, and the date weaker and narrower. Often, die state is 
determined by when a die was lapped. An example of this is 1850 N-21, where the digits 
in the date are much weaker in the lapped LDS. 

Other dies were stored improperly and rusted. Coins struck from these dies have 
small raised lumps on their siuface. This is shown on 1798 S-157, where EDS coins were 
struck, the dies stored where they rusted, and LDS coins, with these lumps, then struck. 

In some cases, die states are delineated even further. The first coins struck from a 
die are sometimes called VEDS (very early die state). The last coins struck are sometimes 
called VLDS (very late die state) or TDS (terminal die state). 

Most modem references for early American coppers list even more die states, 
each separated by a specific die deterioration. Walter Breen uses Roman numerals to 
designate die state. Bob Grellman uses small case letters, and Ron Manley uses numbers. 
The 1804 C-6 half cent has the most identifiable die states for a single variety, at 19. 

As a side note, some die states are worth more than others. Coins in VEDS and 
VLDS almost always command a premium. EDS coins also often carry a premium, as do 
unusual die states. 

The rarity of some varieties is enhanced by die state collectors, who have multiple 
examples of these varieties, representing the various die states. 1817 N- 16 and 1818 N-4 
are prime examples. Both are scarce (R4), but their values are much higher than other 
R4’s. Increased demand lowers the availability of the variety. Hence, the higher price.

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Selling Some Early Copper

I find it both remarkable and fascinating that the older I get, the less I think I know for 
sure. I don’t mean to imply that I am forgetting things, or that I am “losing it” mentally 
(not yet, as far as I know). In fact, thanks to a demanding new job, and the expansion of 
my collecting interests beyond old copper, my body of knowledge is expanding lately at a 
faster rate than at any time since I began collecting in earnest in the mid 1 980’s. It is just 
that I am no longer as certain about things as I used to be. When I was younger, the world 
appeared to be more deterministic, and my opinions about everything seemed logical and 
irrefutable. Now, either the world has taken on a new level of complexity, or I have 
finally grown up enough to reahze that things aren’t always black or white! 

At this point, you might feel like saying, “Congratulations, Dennis, but what does all of 
this drivel have to do with old copper?” The answer is: with collecting, as with life itself, 
most things (besides the obvious, like birth, death, and the 1 5“’ of April) are not 
absolutes. A collection is not just an assemblage of metaUic disks; rather, it is a work-in- 
progress, or an intricately detailed project that the collector is attempting to complete. 

The really interesting thing about the project, at least for me, is that the goals keep 
shifting over time. In the beginning, for me, the goal was a simple date set of large cents. 
Before this goal was accomphshed, however, I had done a Httle reading, and discovered 
that there were a number of cool variations in head-style, numeral style, star size, and 
REV fractions that deserved attention - the goal slowly shifted in the direction of a Red 
Book variety set. More coins were purchased, and more books too, and a lot of fun 
ensued. Then a Iriend introduced me to EAC, and my ideas really started to expand - 
Sheldon, Newcomb, Grellman, and Robinson began to assert their influence. Half cents 
started to look awfully good. Rarity and condition began to compete in my mind for 
domination — in short, things got very comphcated! 

This year, my collecting focus shifted once again. I don’t really know what triggered the 
change: Did my eyesight start to fade, making those dark, granular large cents too hard to 
see? Did the introduction of the Statehood quarters warp my perspective, and make me 
want shiny things? Had I absorbed too much sunshine since I moved to Southern Cal.? I 
am not sure about the cause, but the effect was some intense introspection about the 
current state and future direction of my coin collection. The collection that I had worked 
for 1 5 years to assemble, and that I had cherished up until that time, did not look the same 
to me. I am happy to report that the coins themselves did not change; rather my 
perspective about them was different. An apprehension that had been growing for a while 
in the back of my mind finally worked its way into my cerebrum, and I was forced to 
admit that a full Sheldon set was not part of my destiny. The logic was simple: there were 
so many scarce & rare varieties needed for completion that I would not be willing to 
budget the funds required. Furthermore, the differences in the late date varieties were, in 
many cases, too subtle for me to rehably attribute, so a complete late date set would 
require more intensity than I could muster. This realization cast a new fight on some of 
my acquisitions, and in this new fight, some of these old friends did not look the same. I 
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resolved to evaluate my copper collection from top-to-bottom, and jettison everything 
that wasn’t consistent with my new collecting goals. 

My next trip to the bank was really special. This time, I wasn’t just there to drop off a 
new purchase, or check a new coin against an existing variety, to see which one would 
stay. I had real work to do. It turned out to be fairly easy, but it stiU took nearly three 
hours to get through everything, and double-check my selections. Every coin was 
subjected to the “condition” test - that first impression you get when the cuprous photons 
strike your retina. If the condition was “Ahh”, then the coin was almost certainly a keeper 
(there were some instances where I had more than one nice coin for the same variety). If 
there were any duplicates, then only the best one stayed. If the condition was “Ugh”, then 
the coin was probably a goner, unless it had another redeeming quality. A less-than- 
beautiful coin could be kept if it had a remarkable die-break, if the coin evoked a pleasant 
memory of the friend who had sold it to me, or if it was one of those “cool” varieties. I 
left the bank that day with just over 200 “candidates” under my arm. There must have 
been dollar signs in my eyes. What would I do with all the money? Buy a sports car, or, 
maybe a small island, or possibly even a condo in Orange County? (I reaUy should 
apologize for the bad Southern Cal. real estate joke). Naturally, seller’s remorse was soon 
at work inside my brain, and after numerous soul-searching surveys, the number of 
condemned souls had been pared to just 150. The time for action was now - 1 shipped 
them off for consignment before my resolve got any weaker! It must have been the right 
thing to do, because I have not mourned for any of the “missing in action” (with the 
possible exception of the Sheldon- 1, for which there was no back-up, and for which a 
replacement is likely to cost a frightful sum). 

The day of the auction was completely inauspicious. No major earthquakes, and no 
terrorist incidents. The perfect day for a coin auction! The ride from the hotel out to the 
gallery went as smooth as silk - could this be a pre-cursor to a smooth and rewarding 
auction experience? To be honest, my mind was more preoccupied with the coins that I 
was trying to buy than with my coins that were in the sale. My fate was in the hands of 
the gods of copper, and I had a feeling the gods would smile by the end of this day. Out 
of four major auctions being held during this particular weekend, only this one had any 
significant quantity of copper in it. It was a well-balanced sale, with some colonials, a 
few really nice half cents, several mid-to-low grade early date cents (mine among them), 
and some nice MS late dates - the only weak area being middle date cents. The auction 
room filled with the usual suspects - copper junkies and the suppliers for their habit. It 
was a small crowd, but this was no cause for concern, since many dealers are 
representing a multitude of buyers. The colonials warmed up the crowd, so that by the 
time the half cents began to fall under the hammer, it was clear that the market for decent 
early copper was strong. I began to squirm a little, as I contemplated my bid for the first 
coin that I wanted to buy - an 1 8 1 1 half cent. I decided to throw caution to the wind and 
increase my maximum bid by $ 1 00, but when the shooting stopped, I was stiU about $ 1 00 
short of ownership. Based on past auction experiences, this was not a bad miss, so I 
began to be hopefiil about some other coins that I had in my sights. The early date cents 
flew by, and everything on my bid list eluded me by a fairly wide margin. The lots that I 
recognized as part of my consignment seemed to be holding up well amidst this cascade

of copper. My luck as a bidder was not improving, and I began to think I was there just to 
wateh this game, rather than to play. A couple of late date successes reseued me from a 
eomplete shutout. Now I eould go home and reflect on this sale, with the luxury of plenty 
of time, and some decent Chardonnay to sharpen my mental faculties. 

I would like to share what I have been able to distfll from this richly rewarding selling 
experienee. Please weigh my statements below in light of my earher statement about how 
mueh I think I know for sure! 

> Selling some of your coins is as natural as buying them. They are like ehildren that you 
adopt, nurture for a time, and then set free. 

> Selling some eoins from time to time makes a lot of sense, by converting duplieates to 
cash, or ridding your collection of past mistakes that might hinder your judgment when 
eontemplating new purchases (for example, you are presented with the opportunity to buy 
a beautiful speeimen, but you teU yourself, “I already own this variety, so I can hve 
without this nice coin”). 

> Selling provides you with a “reality check” for your own value system, by giving you 
hard market data about the value of your coins. The market does not care what you think 
they are worth, or how much you paid. This kind of feedback is valuable. 

> There are only three things that you need to know about eoins, and they are all about 
QUALITY. Quality will eost you more, quahty will satisfy you more, and quality will 
reward you more. Period. 

Among the things that I think I did correctly when I sold my eopper, are the following: 

> I picked the right auetion firm. Bob Grellman and Chris MeCawley described my coins 
well, and gave them fair & balaneed coverage in the catalogue. Superior conducted a very 
professional sale that made sure every bid was tallied before the hammer fell. 

> I picked the right sale. It was in early autumn, right before the Long Beach coin expo. It 
was held in my own back yard (the L.A. area), so I could attend, and so could any other 
interested southern Cal. buyer. It was just luck that this sale reached critical mass for 
copper. 

> For the most part, I sold the right coins. I will not bemoan the loss of these eoins from 
my colleetion, or work hard to replace them. However, my ehoices were not perfeet about 
which coins to sell (please read on). 

> I put fairly good reserves on the coins that merited them (with a little help from Bob). 
Only one coin failed to meet its reserve, and at the hammer priee, I am happy that I am 
still the owner. 

Among the things that I believe I did wrong, are the following: 

> I bought a lot of the wrong coins in the first place. This is easy to understand, and not 
an uncommon occurrence. What is interesting about the situation is that these were not 
the “wrong” coins at the time I aequired them. They only became the wrong coins for me 
after I had been involved with copper for a reasonably long time. This sort of progression 
is a natural part of the learning proeess, and even though the eoins are no longer right for 
me, they ean certainly be right for some other owner. Diversity of opinion and the 
freedom to pursue one’s personal vision for a eollection are among the many virtues of 
our club. 
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> I did not always buy my coins the right way. The most obvious example of this was the 
1794 SI 8b that 1 bought in a Bowers auction (sight-unseen) with a mail bid. Sure, there 
was a decent black & white photo in the catalogue, but somehow the cataloguer’s 
description managed to leave out the corrosion on the neck. This time around, the 
description was more accurate, and the price realized more fairly represented the coin’s 
actual value. If you want to bid on expensive coins, but can’t be there in person, I 
strongly encourage you to seek a trusted representative who can view the coin - there is 
no substitute for actually, physically “seeing” the coin. 

> I consigned too many low-cost coins. These always need to be clumped together into a 
bulk lot, with no photo, and hmited exposure in the pre-auction viewing (bulk lots are put 
up in sheets, and are not kept in the stock boxes with conventional lots). Dealers 
generally buy the bulk lots at reasonably low cost, either to get one or two desirable 
pieces, or to mark up each piece and put them individually into inventory. I was 
disappointed to see my 1847 N18 (7-over-medium-7) grouped with a dozen other 1847’s 
and sold somewhat generically. The coin wasn’t nice enough to justify being a lot by 
itself; on the other hand, it’s an R5 that probably would have done very well on EBAY. I 
can chalk this up as a lesson learned. 

In summary, I really enjoyed this selling experience, and I think I learned a lot from it 
too. I plan to use some of the proceeds from the sale to further my collecting goals (but, I 
must not forget my daughter’s college fund!). I don’t have a crystal ball, so I can’t predict 
what my numismatic aim wiU be in a year or two. I have a hunch that it won’t be exactly 
the same as it is today. To repeat the phrase I used at the start, the older I get, the less I 
know for sure! 




If any of our solvers work 
for an auction house that 
did not get cited, that's 
the meanness of puzzle con- 
struction--there is no way 
to work everyone in; the 
same thing happened on the 
coin dealers' puzzle.

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Taking Liberties With A Passion: 

The Greatest Assemblage of Liberty Cap Half Cents in This Century 

Mike Packard 

On December 13th last, a group of half cent enthusiasts gathered at Ed Masuoka’s 
home just north of Washington, D.C. for a “friendly” game of half cent whist. This time, 
we were contesting the 35 Cohen varieties of the liberty caps (1793-1797). Seated around 
Ed’s dining room table were Ed Fuhrman, Mike Packard, Bob Yuell, Ed Masuoka, Bill 
Eckberg, Greg Heim, Col. Steve Ellsworth, and Greg Fitzgibbon. Ed Fuhrman, Bob, and 
Greg Heim had driven down from New Jersey while Mike, Bill, Steve, and Greg 
Fitzgibbon had driven up from Virginia. (Ed Masuoka drove to the store for food and 
drink.) 


We knew we would be in for a treat Three of our collections are on the first page 
of the January' 2003 version of the 1/200 Surx'ey (a survey of half cent collections 
maintained by Ed Masuoka) and two others are at the top of j^e 2, The sale of Wally 
Lee’s collection last June and the trickle down of duplicates that resulted changed the 
holdings in many collections, and I expect to see some substantial movements in the rank 
orderings on the next version of the survey. 

The rules of the game are simple. If you have a coin of the variety being 
contested, you put it on the tray under your initials. You get one point for having the 
variety. The coins on the tray are then evaluated by the judges (everyone present in our 
game was a judge, although sometimes the game is played with neutral judges— i.e., 
people with no coins in the contest). Your coin is awarded one additional point for every 
other coin it “beats” so that the most desirable coin has the most points and the least 
desirable has the least. If you do not have a coin of the variety, you get a zero and the 
least desirable coin in play gets an additional point for “beating” your nonexistent coin. 
Thus, if there is only one coin present for a variety, the owner would receive eight points 
and all the other collectors would receive zero pioints. Each judge keeps his or her own 
score sheet, and at the end of the game a consensus ordering is determined. 

There were eight of us around the table, but Ed Fuhrman only collects draped bust 
half cents. He enjoyed participating in the draped bust whist match at my house early 
this year so much that he wanted to be a judge in the liberty cap contest. We were 
expecting Pat Martin so we awarded eight points for the best coin, seven for the second 
best, etc. However, Pat had a conflict and could not attend. 

The game started with the 1793 C-ls. Bob’s nice piece was declared the winner. 
Steve’s and Greg Fitzgibbon’s tied for second. Bill’s was fourth. My own Fr-2 piece 
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came in fifth and last among those present, but there is a story here that was not told at 
the match. About twenty yeare ago I was at a coin show in New Carrollton, MD when I 
ran into Roger Cohen. He asked me what my 1793s looked like, and I told him I did not 
own a 1793. He ‘rassed me by telling me that I was not a serious half cent collector. This 
was news to me as I thought 1 was a half cent collector, and a pretty serious one at that. 
After all, I collected half cents. Roger went on to tell me that one was not truly a half 
cent collector until he (or she) owned a 1793 half cent. He asked me how much money I 
had to spend that day and I told him “Not much.” He then asked what I had to trade. I 
showed him an S-103 LIHERTY large cent I had just picked up—nice VF-30 details but 
with a number of bear claw marks (another story). Roger said he needed that variety for 
his large cent collection. (Roger is known for his half cents but he also had wonderful 
collections of Sheldon variety large cents, half dimes, and various Civil War items 
including a cannon. His large cents were sold in Superior’s ‘The Century Collection Sale” 
immediately following the sale of this half cents in February 1992. The other items were 
disbursed separately.) He took me in tow and went to Chris Young’s table where he 
purchased my C-1 half cent. He then traded it to me for the S-103. I was now an 
“official” half cent collector. I carry the coin as ex. H. Garrison Ghatt. Roger, who had a 
wonderful sense of humor, privately published his half cent books. He listed the 
publishers of the second edition as Wigglesworth and Ghatt. Sam Wigglesworth was 
Roger’s massive (and very friendly) Saint Bernard. H. Garrison “Gary” Ghatt was 
Roger’s cat and the owner of record for many of Roger’s doggie (catty?) half cents. 

Ed Masuoka’s VF-35 1793 C-2 was the run-away wirmer among the four 
examples of the variety. (Bob still has not replaced the C-2 he sold some time ago.) 
Surprisingly, there were only three C-3s among us. Bob’s took top honors, followed by 
Steve’s. Steve’s beautiful AU-50 coin was the best of the C-4s. 

After seeing the 17 examples of 1793, Steve led with 221 total points. Bob, who 
had only three of the four varieties, was second with 1 80 points, and I was third with 
164. Only Steve and I had all four varieties, which certainly helped my cause. Bob had 
two firsts and a second. Steve had one first, two seconds and a tie for second. Ed 
Masuoka had a first with his only 1793 half cent. Greg Heim did not bring a 1793. 

There are 1 5 varieties of 1794 half cents, almost half the 35 varieties among all the 
Liberty Caps. It is a tough year with two R-8s, two R-7s, two R-6s, and four R-5s. 
How many would we see? How close would the contests be? It began with a very close 
contest indeed Bob’s C-1 a just nudged out Bill Eckberg’s coin by one point in the 
consensus voting (58 to 57). Ed’s VF-30 was a close third. Bob, Steve, and Greg 
Fitzgibbon all had examples of the C-lb, but Bob’s F-15 piece easily won top honors. 
Bob and Bill battled to a tie with their EF C-2a pieces with Ed’s piece again finishing a 
close third. Bob, Steve, and Greg F also had examples of the C-2b and, in a very close 
vote, Steve’s coin finished just ahead of Greg’s and Bob’s. 
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There were six examples of the R-5 C-3a on display. Bob’s piece was the 
unanimous winner. Bill’s piece won over Ed’s and Steve’s in a very close battle for 
second, third, and fourth place. No one present owned one of the four known examples 
of the C-3b. There were seven examples of the very common C-4a. Bob’s was the 
hands down winner and Steve’s easily took second. Bob had the only C-4b and picked 
up an easy 8 points on the field. 

Steve took firsts for his C-5a and C-6a while Bob and Bill traded second and third 
places for the two varieties. We were missing the very rare C-5b and unique C-6b. Bob’s 
C-7 was the unanimous winner and Steve’s gathered all votes for second. Bill’s coins 
were judged the best C-8 and C-9 present. Bob, who had 12 of the 15 1794 varieties 
racked up a very impressive 691 points, followed by Steve with 578 points and Bill, who 
had only eight varieties, with 427. All totaled, we saw 58 examples of the 1794 half cent 
including one R-7, six R-6s, and 21 R-5s. An impressive group. Steve, who is an early 
copper dealer (Butternut), kept remarking how rare the Liberty Cap half cents were and 
how remarkable it was to have so many together in one place at one time. 

The 1794s were fun to view, but the 1795s were even more impressive. Each of 
the C-ls was an impressive coin. Steve’s nice EF piece was everyone’s first choice. My 
only win was with the hotly contested C-2as. My coin, with AU detail but some light 
scratches, just squeaked by Bill’s no problem VF+ piece. Greg’s Good+ C-2b was 
preferred by most to Bob’s Good+ example. There were five examples of the tough R-5 
C-3. Greg Fitzgibbon’s F-12 won handily over Bob’s VG-10 coin. 

Bob’s C-4 beat out Steve’s, but Steve’s C-5a squeaked by Bob’s by just one 
point in the j udging Most of us agree that the C-5b and C-6b should not be listed as 
separate varieties. Roger came to that same conclusion before he published his second 
edition but decided against delisting them as separate varieties. Even though there was 
agreement that these were not separate varieties, we decided to whist them. As someone 
remarked, we all sp>ent good money obtaining the “varieties” so we might as well put 
them out and score them. This allowed Bill to get his only first place in the 1795s in the 
closest contest of all. Bill’s C-5b got 57 votes in the consensus voting while Bob’s got 56 
and Steve’s 55. Ed’s attractive VF-35 C-6a beat the VF-30s owned by Bob, Greg Heim, 
Greg Fitzgibbon and Bill. The F-12 pieces Steve and I own are also attractive pieces, but 
not in the same league as the other coins. They were quite a lovely grouping of this most 
common Liberty Cap variety. There were 4 examples of the R-6 C-6b. Bob’s piece was 
the nicest of the group and mine, again, the worst, but mine is the heaviest half cent I 
know of weighing in at a hefty 125.4 grains. 


I have a theory about how the thick planchet half cents of 1795 came about. I 
believe that mint workers at first heated the spoiled cents and Talbot Allum and Lee 
tokens before they ran them through the rollers to get them to half cent thickness. 
However, this was probably inefficient because the planchets would be hot and the 
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workers would most likely have used unwieldy tongs to keep from burning their fingers. 
Someone tried to run a few of the host planchets through the rollers without softening the 
metal, but the stress caused the planchets to split as they were run through the rollers. I 
have a very nice split planchet 1797 C-1 that I believe was made this way. Finally, the 
workers just gave up on the rollers and cut new half cent planchets from the host cents 
and tokens without running them through the rollers. 

No one had a no pole 1796 half cent. It is only an R-6 variety, but the year 
commands a handsome price premium that few of us were willing to honor. Most no 
pole varieties are not attractive coins and some, but not all, of us are reluctant about 
spending a lot of money for a coin they will never enjoy viewing. There were, however, 
three nice 1796 C-2s. Steve, Bob, and Greg F are the fortunate owners. 

The C-1 of 1797 was another variety where all six examples shown were 
outstanding. Most were late die states with the obverse die badly cracked. My nice early 
die state VF-30 piece was the exception. Steve’s wonderful EF piece won top honors 
followed by Bill’s choice EF. The C-2 is not generally found as nice as the C-1, but Bill’s 
winning EF+ example was certainly the exception. The C-3a plain edge low head 
examples were outstanding. None were better than Bob’s nice VF example, but the 
surfaces and color of all were quite choice for this variety which usually comes on rough 
planchets. Bob’s F+ lettered edge 1797 bested Bill’s F piece to close out the scoring. 
None of us had a gripped edge 1797. 

What a fim few hours. To my mind this is what collecting is all about~to put 
together a set of whatever interests you and to share it with others with like interests. 
There were fewer than 400,000 Liberty Cap half cents minted. If three percent survive 
(and Bill believes the percentage of survivors is lower) then the 146 examples shown at 
the match represent more than one percent of all survivors. We saw one R-7 variety 
(Bob’s 1794 C-4b), 12 R-6s and 26 R-5s. As Ed Fuhrman so aptly put it in his post- 
event e-mail, “An awesome day of early copper mayhem! ... It was great to see so many 
fantastic half cents assembled all in one room. They are indeed treasures.” 

We saw examples of 30 of the 35 Liberty Cap varieties. I think we would all agree 
than Bob’s collection was the most advanced of the seven in the contest. He had 29 of 
the 35 varieties and amassed a total of 1,646 points. None of his coins placed lower than 
third. Steve and Greg Fitzgibbon each have 28 varieties. Steve amassed 1,374 points and 
Greg 1,113.5. I own 25 varieties but had only 888.5 points. Bill, with 20 varieties, 
outscored me with 978 points. Ed had 669 points with his 14 varieties and Greg Heim 
rounded out the scoring with 88 points for his two varieties. Bob and Steve are both 
active in upgrading their collections when possible, and it shows. Greg Fitzgibbon and I 
put our collections together some time ago and have not been pursuing upgrades nearly as 
actively as Bob and Steve. Improvements are very possible, if we decide we want to 
spend our money in this manner. Bill, Ed, and Greg Heim are collecting more slowly. 
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each with a good eye toward quality. Neither is interested in filling a hole just to fill a 
hole. Their collections reflect their patient pursuit of quality additions to their 
collections. 

We had a wonderful few hours. I’d like to thank Ed and Penny Masuoka for 
hosting the event. We had a wonderful time and are already thinking about our next 
outing where we will whist the classic heads. 


TOWARD A COMPLETE SET OF LARGE CENTS, Chapter Three 

James Higby 

In Chapter Two we saw how the initial 1947 (pt) edition Red Book listings for 
early date large cents had been revised, a listing or two or three modified or expanded each 
year or two, perhaps as error correction by the author, or as responses to reader inquiries 

or suggestions. But the 1972 (25^1^) Silver Anniversary Edition would contain a complete 

revision of the listings, which hadn’t changed significantly since the 1960 (13th) edition. 
Whether this revision occurred because of the anniversary, because of a desire to change 
for the sake of change, or because of a whole new philosophy, I cannot say. 

[Fxiitor’s Note : Many of these changes were based upon suggestions made by EAC 
members. Note also that the late Dr. Warren Lapp, first editor of E^W, appears among 
the contributors to the 1972 edition. See the (generally favorable) and (highly critical) 
reviews of that new Red Book by John Wright and W.R.T. Smith, respectively, in Penny- 
Wise Volume V.pp. 195-199, (September) 1971.] 

We will begin, then, with the 1972 early date large cent listings from the Red Book.

was also a caption that explained the extra curl as being the pickup point for “ 2 ^^ hair.”

1801; normal dies — 3 errors — fraction 1/000 — fraction 1/100 over 1/000 
1802: normal dies — stemless wreath — ^fraction I /OOO 
1803; small date, small fraction — small date, large fraction — ^large date, small 
fraction — large date, large fraction — stemless wreath — 1/100 over 1/0(K) 

1804: illustration shows broken dies, but no indication that the 1804 comes otherwise) 
1804; restrike of 1860 

1805: one variety (former distinction between pointed 1 and blunt 1 delisted) 

1806 

1807; large 7 over 6 — small 7 over 6, blunt 1 — small fraction — ^large fiaction—^Comet 
variety” 

1808: one variety (former distinction between 13 stars and 12 stars delisted)

1812: one variety (former distinction between small date and large date delisted; but s^ 
below) 

1813 

1814: plain 4 — crosslet4 

Subsequent to this major overhaul there followed some minor, periodic revisions. 
Except where noted, changes from spelled-out to abbreviated, as well as use or non-use of 
punctuation, are considered trivial by the author, and will not be mentioned. 

1. The 1973 (26*^^) edition now priced the 1794 starred reverse. In the description for 
1804 the diagnostic was expanded to read “All genuine 1804 cents have a crosslet 4 in the 
date and a large fraction. The 0 in the date is in line with the O in OF on the revoke of 
the coin” 
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2. The 1974 (27t^) edition renamed 1794 varieties thus: head became head of 1793 , 

2*^*^ head became head of 1794. and 3^^ head became head of 1795 . The illustrations were 
relabeled to match. In addition, although the date listings for the three 1796 reverses did 
not change, captions were added to the illustrations, indicating reveree of 1794, reverse of 
1796, and reverse of 1797. For the first time Kenneth Bressett was named as the editor 
on the title page. 

3. The 1977 (30l^) edition classified the chain cents as Type I and the wreaths as Type 
II in the date listings, but retained the traditional headings. Interestingly enough, the 1 793 

liberty caps were NOT classifial as Type III. 1797 gripped edg e, 2”^ reverse was 
abbreviated cryptically as gr. edge. 2^ ^ rev, but, fortunately, the illustration of a gripped 
edge was retained. 

4. The 1 978 (3 1 st) edition renamed the 1 804 restrike of 1860 as the unofficial restrike of 
1860. 


5. The 1979 ( 32 ^^) edition dropped the Type I and Type II designations for 1793 chain 
and 1793 wreaths, respectively. 1795 Jefferson Head was subdivided into plain ed ge 
with prices, and lettered edge, unpriced and d^ignated “ex. rare.” It also renamed the 
1796 draped bust varieties to match the illustrations, which had been relabeled in 1974: 
i^t reverse became reverse of 1794. 2^^ reverse became reverse of 1796 and reverse 

became reverse of 1797 . 1797 gr. edge. 2» d rev, pi edge, 2 ^ ^ rev, 3^^ rev, stems, and 
rev, stemless became gr. edue. ’96 rev, pi. edge. ’96 rev. ’97 rev, stems, and ’97 rev, . 

stemless , respectively. 1798 8 over 7. 3^*^ rev became, simply, 8. over, 2- 1798 
reverse became reverse of 1796 . 1798 3*^^ rev, hair and 3*^^ rev, 2^^ hair were 
somewhat simplified to hair style and 2*^^ hair style, respectively. 1812 was again 
subdivided into small date and large date . 

6. The 1982 (35^^^) edition listed the 1793 strawberr>' leaf as “4 known,” the 1795 reeded 
edge as “6 known,” and the 1795 Jefferson Head, lettered edge as “3 known.” 

7. The 1985 (38^^) edition expanded the caption for the 1804 to read “with normal or 
broken dies (broken dies illustrated).” 

8. The 1987 (40t'^) edition deleted the parenthetical “broken dies illustrated” from the 
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1804 caption. 


9. The 1988 (4ist) edition restored a parenthetical “broken die variety is illustrated” to 
the 1804 caption. 

10. The 1997 (50^^) edition further clarified the 1804 listing, following the diagnostic 
with “Values shown are for normal, or broken die” (does the comma indicate that normal 
and broken are two names for the same die state?). 

1 1 . The 1995 (48^^) edition re-listed 1794 no fraction bar, which had been dropped in the 
1972 revision. It also included language more complimentary to the originator of the 
1/000 error reverse die, changing “blunderer” to “engraver.” 

12. The 1997 (50^^*) edition renamed 17% reverse of 1796 as reverse of 1795 . All other 
references to 1796 reverses remain^ unchanged. 

13. The 1998 (51^1) edition reduced the population of 1795 reeded edge from “6 known” 
to “4 known.” 

14. The 1999 (52^^) edition was the first to identify itself on the front cover as “The 
Official Red Book.” 

15. The 2000 (53^"^) edition was the first to identify Kenneth Bressett as the editor on 
the front cover. 

16. The 2001 (54^^) edition added 1796 stemless reverse, which appears to lx; NC-7, an 
R-8 variety (incidentally, Noyes cites a population of two, while Breen cryptically says 
“almost three known”). No price has been given. 

17. The 2002 (55t^) edition deleted the ambiguous comma noted in point 10 above. 

Only four new varieties have been added to the roster since the 1972 revision, and 
there have been no de-listings. All other changes have been re-namings or clarifications of 
previously-listed dies or varieties. 

In the next chapter 1 will inventory the middle and late date Red Book listings.

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MAKING SENSE

This is what life was like during the year that the U.S. mint struck two of its great but less 
renowned rarities. 

The Greek war for independence from Turkey gets a great boost this year when Britain, France, 
and Russia lend the mi^t of their combined naval forces to the Greek cause. The Turkish fleet 
is wiped out in the port of Navarino by the multinational armada. This is the ’beginning of the 
end’ for Turkish rule of Greece. 

Ludwig Von Beethoven dies at age 56. Ten thousand mourners attend his funeral ~ a far cry 
from that of Amadeus Mozart, whose body was dumped into a paupers' lye-pit just 36 years 
earlier. 

German chemist Heinrich Merck begins the commercial production of a new drug called 
"morphine," John Walker, an Englishman, invents the "Lucifer" this year ~ the world's first 
friction match. It ignites when drawn through a folded piece of sandpaper. 

The most common land measurement, the acre, has long been defined as "the amount of land 
that can be plowed in one day with two oxen." This widely- varying unit is standardized this year 
by Britain’s George IV as "an area of 40 rods by 4 rods." Since a "rod" is already standardized at 
5.5 yards (16.5 feet), this makes an acre a standard 160 poles (square rods), or 43,560 square 
feet, or 1/640 of a square mile, 

A part of Bolivar’s ’Gran Colombia' calling itself "Peru" secedes and sets up an independent 
govermnent, charging Bolivar with tyranny. 

A sailing ship this year sets a new speed record, crossing from New Orleans to Liverpool in a 
mere 26 days. 

Students from Paris this year introduce a new Shrove Thursday celebration in New Orleans to 
supplement the traditional masked balls. They call their new gala parade "Mardi Gras. 

A duel on a Mississippi River sandbar proves that Major Morris Wright's sword is no match for 
Jim Bowie's famed knife. Bowie is slashed but survives — Wright does not. 


The Louisiana legislature approves a $10,000 gift to the family of Thomas Jefferson. Jefferson 
had orchestrated the L-ouisiana Purchase, commissioned Lewis and Clark to explore if and has 
recently died deeply in debt. Before his death he had already sold his vast personal library to the 
United States, forming the nucleus of the Library of Congress. 

Deming Jarvis of Sandwich, Massachusetts introduces a line of products of glassware formed in 
molds. His pressed-glass foundry has a monopoly on glass made with red lead. Today, beautiful 
examples of "Sandwich glass" are highly prized by collectors. 

Two Swiss brothers open a cafe and pastry shop in lower Manhatten. Giovanni and Pietro Del- 
Monico's shop will grow to become the famed Delmonico Restaurant. 

The first New York City public transportation begins service this year. Abraham Bower’s 
"accoimnodation" is a single twelve-passenger horse-drawn bus, serving a city of 200,000, 
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The State of New York abolishes slavery on July 4th. Ten thousand slaves are freed that day. 

The states of Maryland and Virginia charter the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad to carry passengers 
and freight. The 380-mile railway intends to compete with the recently-opened Erie Canal to 
bring western goods into the port of Baltimore rather than into New York City. It proposes to 
use cars drawn by horses or propelled by sails. 

The Ohio and Erie Canal is completed, linking the Ohio River at Cincinnati to the Miami River 
and Lake Erie. 

Fort Leavenworth is built this year on the Missouri River as a strong point for military units 
patrolling the Santa Fe trade route. 

Jedediah Smith, who last year blazed a trail from Salt Lake to San Diego, is ordered out by the 
Spaniards. He turns northward, blazing a trail up the Pacific coast to Fort Vancouver on the 
Columbia River. He loses ten men to Indian attacks enroute, and most of the rest of his party will 
be killed by Indians next year near V^ancouver. Smith himself will survive a few more years 
before succumbing to yet another Indian attack on the Santa Fe trail. 

Back east, the utopian community of New Hannony, Indiana disbands this year after a life of 
only two years. Founder Robert Owen, who spent three fourths of his vast fortune on the 
enterprise, blames the collapse of his dream on "internal anarchy bred by greed and jealousy." 

In a landmark trial over the limits of state versus federal powers, the U.S. Supreme Court rules in 
Martin vs Mott that the President of the U.S. has the final authority to call out the state militias in 
the national interest. 

Joseph Smith, a 22 -year-old "religious seeker" in upstate New York claims that an angel has 
shown him the location of four buried "golden tablets" inscribed with strange markings, and a 
pair of mysterious stones which enable him to translate the inscriptions. According to Smith, they 
tell of the wanderings in America of the "ten lost tribes” of Israel, and of the post-crucifixion visit 
to them of Jesus, the Christ. Within a few years Smith will have published the "completed 
translation" of the "Book of Mormon” and will found a church of that name. 

Other noteworthy publications from this year include the first book of poems by Edgar Allen 
Poe and the first volume of John James Audubon's "Tbe Birds of North America." Work is 
begun this year on the "Encyclopedia Americana." The 13-volume first edition of this work will 
be published two years later. 

A new New York City newspaper, the "Journal of Commerce," begins publication this year, 
pledging that it will remain "free of iimnoral advertisements" and that it will "observe the 
Sabbath." 

Ballet is first performed in the U.S. this year at the Bowery Theater. The scanty attire, scarcely 
covering the ballerina's calves, so shocks the audience that every woman in the lower tier of 
boxes leaves the theater before the end of the three-minute perfonnance. The remaining 
audience calls for an encor e. In subsequent weeks, 
the Bowery will be destroyed by fire. Coincidence? 

This year Massachussetts passes the first state high school law. Every community of 500 or more 
families will have a tax-supported high school. The study of U.S. history will be mandatory. 

The first swi mm ing school in the U.S. opens this year in Boston. Students include J.J. Audubon 
and President John Quincy Adams. 
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These were the events and this was the shape of life in the U.S. in 1827. During this yeai' the 
U.S. mint struck five denominations of coins — two gold, three silver, and one copper. 

Gold coins of 1827 are all rare, with the half eagle exceedingly so. Though almost 25,000 half 
eagles were reported as struck this year, only slightly more than a dozen examples survive today. 

Most of the surviving handful are new, never-circulated pieces. 

The silver coins of 1827 consist of dimes (including the rare 1827/5), half dollars (including the 
common 1827/6), and the exceedingly rare 1827 quarter dollar. Though mint records show 
4,000 coined, only ten examples survive today. One of these, grading Very Fine, was found in 
circulation in 1893. The other nine are all Proofs. Is the single worn coin a spent Proof? Were 
there ANY circulation strikes of the 1827 quarter? Likely we'll never know. The rarity of this 
coin was already so legendary within 30 years after this date that the "midnight manufactory" at 
the Philadelphia mint augmented its count by a dozen more Proofs— during the same era that 
other "extreme rarities" (such as the restrike 1804 dollars) were being made and slipped out to a 
few well-connected collectors. 

Tlrere were 2.3 million cents coined in 1827, so this is a rather common year for those. But if 
one delves into die varieties, we can turn up a couple of rarities. Eight obverse dies were mated 
with seven reverse dies to make twelve die-combination varieties of 1 827 cents. Two of these 
would qualify as rare. Variety 10 is an evidently short-term mule between the obverse of 
number 1 1 and the reverse of numbers I and 6. There are around 5-6 dozen of these known. 

The rarest 1827 is number 12, with around three dozen or so known. This is the last use of the 
obverse die for number 3, which evidently cracked shortly after this mating was started. About 
half of the known examples have a radial crack from the rim between 18 to the back of the ear. 

I have seen one example with this crack complete, rim-to-rim, and as broad as the 1 in the date. 

That failure was evidently enough to retire the die. For my own collection, I searched in vain for 
an unattributed 1 827 number 12 for over thirty years — then I found two in the same box. 

That’s the kind of thrill that keeps this hobby fascinating. 

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 
KEN CABLE-CAMILLEIS writes, 

I appreciated Rick Coleman’s reply in the November issue about my 1840 Original half cent. It 
is interesting to note that not only was this coin previously slabbed, but as a Restrike. It is 
definitely an Original, with the large berries, not a Restrike, and it s^ms that neither PCGS nor 
NGC picked up on a disturbance in the obverse right field (etchings). The Bebee and 
Dannreuther pedigrees are nice to know about, and it appears there were two 1840 Originals mis- 
slabbed as Restrikes (#14 and #20 on Mr. Coleman’s list) in these auctions! 

My comment about probable duplicate recordings stems mainly from my understanding down 
the years that approximately 18 Originals were struck. 1 first saw this steteraent in aRedbook 
from the 1960s, and, presently, the “mintage” figure in PCGS’s Population Report for the 1840 
Original is listed as 1 8, and the figure for Restrikes is 20. I have studied similar enumerations in 
“registries” for rare-date U.S. coins (such as compiled by Walter Breen and others) where at least 
one coin on the list was later proven to have been the same as another. 

Perhaps Mr. Coleman could comment on where the traditional “18” mintage figure came from and 
how his research has apparently refuted it; that is, how he knows that each of the thirty-eight 
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1 840 Originals listed are distinct coins. And then perhaps PCGS should update their mintage 
figures for all the proof-only half cents.

INQUIRIES 

Nathan Markowitz asked about where to obtain the Penny-Wise CD and is also 
looking for a copy of the Ford catalog. Jim Rolston wondered if any member has used a 
product called “That Red Stuff’. If so, what are your thoughts on the product? Darwin 
Palmer is still seeking information on recent discoveries of S-264. Any information on 
one of these cents that turns up after a long period of time or has not been previously 
attributed should be sent to Darwin. Rick Coleman would like to know if anyone has an 
example of an 1834 business strike half cent without clash marks. If so, he would like to 
see the coin or a photo. Also, if anyone has a proof 1834 half cent with clash marks, a 
photo and provenance would be appreciated. Rick only lists 20 examples of 1834 proof 
half cents. His observation has been that he has never seen a proof with clash marks, and 
he has never seen a business strike without clash marks. If your exp>erience is otherwise, 
please contact Rick. John Heninger respx>nded to Rick Coleman by checking his 1 834 
half cent. It had no clear clash marks, but had some marks or roughness in the field most 
notably on the obverse side. Probably such marks were removed as Walter Breen 
suggested through die px)lishing. Donald Heine asked about a source of information 
about the most common problems with associated with chain copjpjer. Gerald 
Buckmaster asked if there was a master list of “must have” auction catalogs for copp>er 
collectors. He also asked about the process necessary in order to receive current auction 
catalogs. Doug Blanchard wants to know an estimate of the number of 1857 half cents 
still existing since many were melted. Bill Eckberg responded to Doug that his r^earch 
places the number of 1857 half cents at about 1600. Stu Schrier replied to Doug that he 
thought that the survival numbers for all half cents were low. Dealers always have a few, 
and there are 250 to 500 on ebay each at any given time. Even allowing for Ifequent 
reselling of the same coins there app>ears to be a lot of them around Stu said he would not 
be surprised if there were 10,000 1857 half cent survivors. Stu acknowledges that some 
experts would disagree with him. Stu suggested a test. He asked everyone in Region 8 to 
email him with how many 1857 half cents they own. He will tally up the number and 
reptort it. Bill Eckberg replied to Stu’s idea by saying that knowing how many 1 857 half 
cents were in the hands of Region 8 members would not shed much light on the subject. 
Most Region 8 members don’t collect half cents and those that do probably only have 
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one example since there are not any interesting die states to collect. Even if every Region 
8 member had four 1 857 half cents, that would still not account for the estimated 1 600 
population of these half cents. The half cent survey does not list anywhere near 1600 
examples. Tracking half cents on eBay is tricky to do with the same coin often being 
listed numerous times. Ron Manley said he tracked 1849 to 1857 half cents on eBay for 
four months. He saw only 18 unique 1857 half cent specimens. Ron found that the 
relative survival rate of 1 857 half cents was about 60% of typical late date coins. That 
would indicate that 1857 Cl was a solid R2 on the Sheldon rarity scale (501-1250 
examples). Ron believes that Stu’s Region 8 survey would be too small to make accurate 
rarity estimates. Don Heine asked about the possibility of good copper auctions in 2004 
and how to best find out about what’s coming. Gene Anderson inquired after the weight, 
diameter, and thickness of a genuine Virginia half penny. Frank Noel responded to 
Gene’s inquiry by giving him stats on five genuine examples of this coin. One such 
example had a diameter of 25 mm and weighed 7.7 grams. Anderson compared this to the 
‘"Becker” counterfeit that he had recently purctu^ed. It had a 27.5 mm diameter and 
weighed 9 grams. Phil Moore asked for information on what appeared to be a mint state 
1818 N1 offered on eBay. It was removed prior to the auction ending date. 

NEWS FLASHES 

Rich Tatham reports that Greg Brunk’s book on counterstamps has b^n updated 
and is available. Fred Iskra requested updated information for the Common Cents 
Report. If you are not a member and would like to join, simply send Fred a listing of your 
best piece with grade and Newcomb variety number. Roxanne Himmlestein reported a 
serious upgrade to her S-266. Dan Trollan reported that he will have a lockable case for 
early arrivals to the Large Cent Happening at EAC 2004. The coins will be safe until the 
table monitors arrive. Mark Switzer reported that Region 8 newsletters from the year 
2000 have been added to the member’s only section of the EAC website. Tom Deck 
reported a PCI sld?bed large cent attributed as an 1802 NC-2. It looked like S-230 to Tom 
and sold at a S-230 price. 

EAC 2004 

Mark Switzer states that he will need an additional 60 to 100 volunteer hours to 
help with lot viewing at EAC 2004. Lot viewing is the ideal way for newer members to 
make a contribution to the rurming of the club. It requires no skill, knowledge, or training, 
but it is educational, fun, and a great way to meet people. Gerald Buckmaster reported 
dreaming about an attribution contest being held in San Diego. Anybody else getting 
anxious? 

RECENT FINDS 

Stephen Spielvogel, our member stranded in Germany for the last 48 months, writes that 
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he found an 1816 large cent in VG8 at a local German flea market. The pri<^? Only 50 
Euro cents, David Lange reports an unusual 1794 C-2ahalf cent crossed his desk. What 
made the coin special was that it appears to have a copper plug in its center, much like 
the silver plugs seen on dollars and halves. It is almost dead center on the coin and equally 
visible from both sides. The shape is just slightly elongated, and the apparent plug is 
lighter in color than the rest of the coin. The plug also appears to have been present when 
the coin was struck, since the edges are quite similar to those seen on plugged dollars and 
halves. The weight of the coin is normal at 103.46 grains. David believes it to be genuine, 
but questioned why the Mint would bother to plug a half cent. He stated that the Mint 
did not hold half cents in high regard, using whatever copper was available to make them. 
It’s unlikely that any extra steps would be undertaken with respect to their planchets. 
David sent electronic images of the coin to Ron Manley for his opinion. Ron agrees that 
the coin is probably a genuine C-2a, but he believes the plug is suspect. David 
understands his doubts, but the plug seems to have been struck in tandem with the rest of 
the planchet. Bill Eckberg responded to David’s inquiry after looking at the pictures he 
provided. Bill agrees that the coin is plugged, but he disagrees with the statement that the 
plug was done prior to striking. Bill believes the coin is reengraved over the plug and the 
adjacent areas. The giveaway is that Miss Liberty has no ear. Bill says the hairlines are 
wrong along with the letters in “HALF CENT”. David Lange reports that the majority 
opinion of those who viewed the photos of the plugged half cent was that the coin was 
holed and plugged subsequent to leaving the mint. The re-engraving of Liberty’s hair 
raised the greatest suspicion about the plug. David said the coin will be holdered as an 
altered coin and with a non-numeric grade by NCS. 

KUDOS 

Greg Heim praised Gregg Silvis’ interview with Bill Weber, Rick Coleman’s 
work on proof half cents, and Ray Williams final installment on NJ coppers. Tied 
together by editor Harry Salyards, they made a great November issue of Penny- Wise . 
Gene Anderson reported good success in retoning a harshly cleaned large cent following 
some advice given by Denis Loring at the 1990 ANA convention. He stripped the coin 
down using Xylol, placed it in a browm paper 2x2 envelope, placed the envelope in a 
window where it would have plenty of sunlight, and turned it over every few months for 
two years. The result was surprisingly good. If you have an orange pumpkin in your 
collection, you should try this technique. In response to an earlier question by Ward Van 
Duzer, Wes Rasmussen recommended the EAC annual sale for anyone who is worried 
about getting ripped off in another setting. The cataloging is great and the selection is 
always pretty good. 

RUMORS 

EAC president and EAC 2004 convention co-chair Jon Warshawsky took the time 
to throw some cold facts on several rumors that have been circulating about EAC 2004. 
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Rumor One-The bourse is being held in a tent. 

Fact One-The bourse is being held in the Rio Pavilion at the Marriott. This is a 
permanent building built six or seven years ago for meetings and receptions. It has climate 
control, lockable fire-code-compliant doors, electricity/lights, and a cement floor. 

Rumor Two-The Rio Pavilion cannot be secured. 

Fact Two-The security firm being used did a walk through, and they were satisfied that it 
would be secure. This firm ran security for the Republican National Convention when it 
was in San Diego. The pavilion is separate from the convention wing (about 20 feet away) 
so EAC will have complete control over who gets in the building. 

Rumor Three-There is a space problem. 

Fact Three-Some issues have arisen regarding space. TTie San Diego fire code requires ten 
foot aisles. Even with 5800 square feet of total area, such large aisles eat up space. 
Originally, 65 tables were planned. Currently, 55 dealer tables are planned with one row 
of backup tables. Others options are being considered to improve this situation. 

Grading Idea 

Bill Maryott would like comments on an idea he had. Die idea is to have a box of 24 large 
cents numbered 1 thru 24 that had been graded by Bill Noyes, Bob Grellman, and 
Chris McCawley. The average net grade of this threesome would be the “true standard 
grade”. EAC members could then test their own grading skills at EAC 2004. Member 
grades could be compared against the standard and the results could be published in 
Region 8. Bill suggested using early dates that have not been previously graded. Grades 
should range from AGS to AU50. Members could prep by studying reference books and 
catalogs. The test results would help each person know how they are grading compared to 
EAC grading. Mike Harper liked Bill’s idea. He also suggested the possibility of photos 
of the coins. Chuck Heck also liked Bill’s idea and hinted for Bill to do a seminar at EAC 
2004 using his idea.
